representative of a meat packing firm bus 
explained to the World the disastrous ad- 
vance in the price of meat. There is no 
scarcity of cattle, he says, and hogs are 
selling at the Chicago stock-yards at lower 
prices than they brought a year ago. But 
the American meat trust desires to control 
the British market and driveout Australian 
competition. To that end it is selling enor- 
mous quantities of meat in England at a 
loss and it has decided to make the Ameri- 
can people pay the loss. Bv shipping 
large quantities of meat to England it 
creates an appearance of scarcity here and 
with that for excuse it has raised prices 
here from 20 to f>0 per cent., so that its divi- 
dends may not be impaired by its losses 
abroad. As for the retailers, this packers’ 
representative coolly says, they must pro- 
tect themselves by advancing retail prices. 
As for the hungry people, the trust is not 
concerned about them. The name of the 
United States attorney-general is John W. 
Griegs, and lie is that sort of attorney-gen- 
eral who thinks it would be "superofii- 
clous” for him to try to enforce the law of 
the land against trusts.

Extensive plans have been made to combine 
out-of-door and social life, and with this 
end in view the additional luxuries of 
pleasure grounds, terraces, roof gardens 
and facilities in connection with t e 
Neighborhood Commonwealth Club for out 
of door games such as golf, tennis, and 
croquet in summer, and skating, coasting 
and tobogganing Ip winter.

Benjamin is u builder of skill 
and experience, ami has done a good share 
of the work of this kind iu Boston and its 
suburbs. 

These houses have been named "The 
Chestnut Hill,” "The Algonquin," "The 
Waban Hill,” "The Monadnock,” "The 
Wachusett,” and "The Norumbega.” The 
"Chestnut Hill” is now iu the process of 
construction and will be ready tor occu- 
pancy about the first of September. The 
architecture is of the early English style 
and finished with a composite of Flemish 
bond brick work and other materials. A 
new experiment 1ms been tried which has 
worked successfully in other apartment 
houses. Mr. James MoNamee of Boston 
has built, instead of the common brick and 
asbestos petitions between the suites, a 
new quality of concrete wails, which is 
made of ashes, cement and coarse gravel. 
With his new method of constructing these 
walls, they cost about the same as a one 
layer brick petition without foundation. 
As these walls are their own support, and 
•there can be absolutely no shrinkage, they 
are practical, and from their composition 


their marking up of prices. These treat 
packers in turn are still advancing their 
quotations, and they coolly say that there 
is no prospect of a return to lower prices, 
but that lurther advances may be expect- 
ed. Meanwhile the supply of cattle from 
the great ranches is reported larger than 
ever, and we hear of no similar advance 
paid to t lie men who sell cattle and sheep 
to the combine. It looks very much like a 
clear case of extortion on the part of the 
big packers who control the beef supply of 
the country. 

All this business 1ms its bearing on the 
political situation. Already many repub- 
licans have said thut they will not vote the 
republican ticket at the next presidential 
election on account of the rapid growth of 
trusts, which are fostered by the republi- 
can party Hiid whose beneficiaries are 
largely republicans. The Chicago packers 
are evidently making votes against Mc- 
Kinley. and it seems that some republicans 
are ready to use their inlluence in the same 
direction as a means of punishing the 
trusts.

The New 
York Central is very arbitrary and con- 
ducts its business oa the so-called Vander- 
bilt dictum, "the public be damned,” and 
this spirit runs through the system from 
the president downward. If the New York 
Central gets possession of the Boston uml 
Albany, 1 think the traveling public will 
be much disappointed. While the road 
bed of the New York Central may be as 
good as any, it is not stone ballasted or 
oiled; their stations, with only two or 
three exceptions, are tumbledown, dirty 
and inconvenient. They have a few g o 1 ex 
press trains, if you can afford to ride in a 
parlor cur; if not, the "coaches” are poor 
and few iu number, so as to force as many 
if* possible into the parlor cars. Accommo- 
dation trains are slow and dirty.

Great Free Labor Day Picnic of Fr. 
Callanan’s Parish, Newton Lower 
Falls. 

For tlie past eight years, the great Free 
Labor Day attraction for Newton, and nil 
tlie surrounding towns, has been the picnic 
uml athletic sports held on the magnificent 
grounds of St. John’s church, Newton 
Lower Falls. Some idea of the enormous 
success of last year’s Labor Day Picnic 
may be judged from the fact that fully ten 
thousand people attended. Three hundred 
bicycles were checked during the day. 

Situated on tlie beautiful highway at 
Lower Falls, just at the border line be- 
tween Newton Lower Falls and Wellesley 
Hills, the St. John’s church property stands 
out the most beautiful and prominent spot 
between Boston and So. Natick. 

This year Fr. Callanan has started out to 
eclipse all former efforts. On tlie beauti- 
ful lawn surrounded by the dense foliage 
of hundreds of giant oaks and pines, two 
great canvas pavilions will be erected, one 
for the athletic sports and the other for 
dancing festivities. The athletic pavilion 
will be 125 feet long, by 55 feet wide, and 
will easily accommodate 1200 people. The 
dancing pavilion will accommodate 800 
people, and will be entirely separate from 
the immense tent for the athletic sports. 

On Monday, Labor Day, Sept. 4th. tlie 
Great Free Picnic will take place. From 
11 a. m. to 11 p. in , the air will be filled 
with mirth, music and merry-making. 

Twelve teams of ten men eaeli will en- 
gage iu a great Tug-of-War contest for a 
prize of $ 50 . in gold. Prizes will be given 
for running, jumping, pole vaulting, egg 
races, obstacle races, hurdle races, ladies’ 
nail driving matches, tin owing the weights 
and a hundred other sports. Tlie tug-of- 
war mutches have aroused the most wide 
spread enthusiasm, and thousands of the 
friends the strong armed and full chest- 
ed athletes will he 011 hand to cheer on 
their favorites to victory Many regular 
trains run to Newton Lower Falls from all 
points during the day and evening. 

Three acres of grounds are given over to 
games, a fine orchestra of six pieces, ten 
lurue canvas refreshment booths, a large 
shooting gallery, an archery gallery, magic 
rings, ring quoits, game of pitchett and 
African dodger, and a thousand other at- 
tractions will make this a carnival the like 
of which has never been attempted before 
in any parish in the state 

The utmost decorum will prevail and all 
tastes will be suited iu the evening pro- 
gram. 

Twenty- five special police will see to it 
tlmt no one will mar the pleasure of the 
visiting thousands by any unseemly word 
or act. Fr. Callanan succeeded lust year 
in drawing 10,0#0 people to the Labor Day 
Picnic and he confidently expects to double 
that number tills year. 

Wellesley Farms station, on tlie main 
line of the Albany railroad, is within ten 
minutes walk of the carnival grounds. 
Newton Loit er Falls station is within two 
minutes walk of the grounds. Woodland 
and Waban stations on the circuit road are 
within fifteen minutes walk of the grounds 
and will accommodate people from Brook- 
line, Newton Highlands, and Newton 
Centre, etc. 

Electric cars run to tlie grounds also 
from all points. The Newton boulevard 
electrics carry people direct to the grounds. 

A very important feature connected with 
tlie entire carnival, Labor Day, is tlie fact, 
that the two immense pavilions will accom- 
modate fully two thousand people, and tlie 
tents are absolutely waterproof, and will 
shelter all from rain and storm.

“Every time I we n tall chimney,” said 
on cx-Kiigliidininii who hat* lived for 
many yearn ift Washington, *'I am re- 
mimied of n thrilling a (lair that happened 
when I was a lad in Bradford, England, 
my birthplace. A 250 foot chimney had 
just boon (oiupletcd, and two brick nm- 
•ons only were left on the top to put the 
finishing touches on it. Both of them 
wok big no n. One of them, a fellow of 
gigantic strength, went suddenly insane 
jyist as the last bit of work was done on 
the chimney, and his companion looked 
on with horror while the maniac deliber- 
ately cut away the rope ladder leading 
from the top of the chimney to the 
ground. 

“The maniac no sooner did this than he 
turned to his companion and calmly an- 
nounced that he was going to throw’ him 
over the side of the chimney to the 
ground. They closed, and a terrific pro- 
tracted struggle ensued. The workmen 
down below had seen the rope ladder 
when it struck the ground, and they 
knew at once that something was wrong 
with the two men at the top. 

‘‘They got away from the chimney at a 
sufficient distance to see what was going 
on up at* the top, and they witnessed the 
frightful encounter between the two men. 
The maniac frequently, by pure strength, 
got his companion over to the very edge 
of the chimney. Every time he did this 
the sane man would muster up all of his 
force and push the madman back. The 
hand to hand battle went on for hours, 
while n company of firemen down below 
were endeavoring to shoot n line over the 
chimney by means of a rocket cannon. 
Finally the sane man got a certain hold 
on the madman and broke the latter's 
arm. Then the maniac lay quiet. 

“After hours of aiming the firemen 
managed to get a line over the chimney, 
which the exhausted brick mason, almost 
'all out' from his terrible struggle .with 
the insane man. grabbed. Then he drew 
up the rope ladder, fastened it and came 
down to the ground, sinking into a semi- 
comatose condition, from which he did 
not emerge for days, as his foot touched 
the last round of the ladder. Ilis hair 
had been raven black, but when he came 
out of his stupor it was silvered all over. 

“Two firemen volunteered to go up the 
rope ladder after the maniac. They had 
nearly reached the top of the chimney 
when the insane man walked over to the 
edge, looked around quietly for a minute 
or so, paying no attention to the cries of 
his rescuers, and then dived headforemost 
to the ground. lie was probably dead 
before he struck the earth, and he was 
picked up a shapeless mass.’’— Washing- 
ton Post. 


JOHN R. GENTRY. 

How the Famous Pacer Happened to 
(iet II In Xante. 

John It. Gentry, the well known horse- 
man, told this story of how the great 
pacer came to get his name: 

"I have been frequently accused of tak- 
ing advantage of u'u opportunity to place 
my name before the public by naming 
after myself the great horse that 1 owned 
and raced. It is true that the animal 
was named after me, but I assure you 
that 1 was not responsible for having 
named him. I believe that 1 have re- 
ceived no little advertising solely on ac- 
count of the record of the horse. I have 
never told the true story of how the horse 
happened to bear my own name. 

“When I bought him in Wichita, Kan., 
he was but a small colt and looked more 
like a Newfoundland dog than uuything 
else. Ilis hair was long and so uneven 
that in appearance file colt approached 
the ridiculous. When I took him down 
to the furm, near Sedolia, the hired hands 
laughed at my purchase and declared 
tliur they would not allow such an unpre- 
possessing looking animal nu the place. 
The feeling against the ugly duckling 
reached such n high pitch that he was 
given but little attention, aud 1 was al- 
most tempted to dispose of him. 

"I decided to keep him, however, and 
that ugly little colt was named John K. 
in a spirit of fun on the part of my hired 
hands, and as such action was most un- 
complimentary to me 1 told the men to 
refrain from jesting with me in that man- 
ner. They assured me that the naming 
of the colt was simply a joke, and ns it 
was all in a spirit of fun I did uot name 
the horse myself, but allowed the men on 
the place to coutiuue to cull him after 
me. 

“The colt grew up and was still quite 
homely In appearance, but y that time 
it would have cost me $50 to change the 
name on the registration books of the as- 
sociation. So he was called after mo 
and in later years became the most fa- 
mous of pacers. I campaigned him all 
through the grand circuit, and as my 
reputation depeuded simply on the name 
of my horse 1 owe my own personal suc- 
cess to the attempts of my hired men to 
make fun of me by naming the homely 
colt John It. Geutry.” — Kansas City 
Jouruul.

All these 
things have caused the city to grow rapid- 
1y the past few years and tills growth is 
destined to increase as time goes on, and 
Bvston has to spread out more and more 
over the adjacent country, strangers who 
come to Newton to live will never have 
any cause to regret it. 


The fifteenth annual report of the 
United States civil service commission is a 
very interesting document, both to those 
who believe in honesty in the public ser- 
vice and also to those who do not. Judg- 
ing from its long record of the violations 
of the civil service laws by this administra- 
tion, one would infer that the times 
pictured by Mark Twain in “The Gilded 
Age,” had come again to Washington, 
when robbery and corruption were ram- 
pant in every department of the public ser- 
vice, The report lays bare, as it cannot 
help doing, the whole shameful record of 
violations of the law, some open, and 
others, by far the most, under more or less 
dishonest pretences. The record tills 150 
• pages of the report, from which it can be 
seen how extensive they are. The worst 
exhibition is made in the treasury depart- 
ment, more in number than in all the 
others put together, and yet the secretary 
of the treasury pretends that he lias en- 
deavored to uphold the merit system. All 
attempts by the board to have the viola- 
tions corrected have been useless, and the 
law is obeyed only when the officials feel 
like it. In only one department has there 
been obedience to the law, and Massachu- 
setts will learn with pride that this is the 
navy department, presided over by Secre- 
tary Long. This is the one bright spot in 
the report. It can not be said that the re- 
port is only a campaign slander as the ma- 
jority of the board are of the administra- 
tion’s own party and there are the facts to 
prove all their st dements. Evidently 
there is no one at the head of things who 
lias any sympathy with reform principles, 
and the spoilsmen are again in the saddle 
and make no pretence at concealing their 
exultation over the present condition of 
things, as has been evident from the state 
convention recently held in Ohio. It is evi- 
dent that ground gaiued only by strenuous 
effort by those who believe in having the 
government business honestly conducted, 
lias been lost and tiiat too under a Presi 
dent who made pledges of his devotion to 
the cause of reform, and his puipose to ex- 
tend it wherever possible. The pressure 
lias been too # strong, for him, and perhaps 
the people are not altogether without blume 
in electiug senators and representatives, 
who take advantage of his inability to say 
no, when they are demanding places for 
their followers, and seeking to pay for ser- 
vices rendered to them out of the public 
funds. The reform associations through- 
out the country will have to take up their 
work anew and strive to create a public 
sentiment that will not allow of such vie 


The South Framingham Evening 
News Is booming Henry K Bullard of 
Itolllston for the Senatorship,and advances 
ns an argument that it is time the small 
towns in the district had their innings and 
selected a candidate. The locality argil 
ment Is of some force, but it really ought 
to he considered only after all the others. 
The senate would stand better in the esti- 
mation of the public if senators were 
selected more for what they are and less 
for where they happen to live. Get the 
best men without regard to the town they 
hail from, should be the guiding principle 
of conventions, but it is generally the last 
thing thought of. This year Natick has 
two candidates and can reach no agree - 
ment. Fratiiingham has a candidate in 
ex-Senator Geo. A. Reed, who is well 
known and very popular with voters in all 
parts of the district. Ilolliston has Mr. 
Bullard, and Ashland, Sherborn, Water, 
town and Weston have yet to he heard 
from. Why Ilolliston should have the 
place any more than any of the other small 
towns the News does nbt state.

A RATTLERS POISON. 


IT HAS NO TERRORS FOR THIS JUG- 
GLER OF REPTILES.

"Rnttlcsnnko bites ain't n bit dangerous 
If you rub a little juice of the golandrina 
on them ne soon ns you nre bitten. A.nd 
I’ll stake my life on that." 

The speaker wns Captain Harry 
Moore, better known as “Arizona Bill,” 
wljo was exhibiting a den of snakes ami 
reptiles at the shoots. 

By way of illustrating his lack of fear 
of snake poison Captain Moore picked up 
a tooth that he had just cut from the 
head of a dead rattler and punched the 
sharp point deep into the back of ids 
baud. The tooth, or fang, as it is more 
commonly called, was still dripping with 
the blood of the reptile from which it 
had been cut. It penetrated Captain 
Moore’s hand so deeply that a tiny crim- 
son spot marked the place after he had 
pulled it out. 

“Now, there couldn't be enough poison 
there to kill me,” said the captain, “but 
it would make n mighty ugly sore. If 1 
didn't put this golandrina on it, my hand 
would swell up us big as a ham in a few 
hours. As it is, no harm will come.” 

And no harm did come, for several 
hours afterward the spot punctured by 
the tooth looked no different than from a 
pin prick. 

Captain Moore has not the least fear of 
rattlesnakes, for ho picks them up and 
handles them ns if they were kindling 
wood. lie will even pick up a big wild 
rattlesnake only a few days off the des- 
ert and by inserting a piece of wood be- 
tween its jaws force them open so as to 
display the fangs and poisoned glands. 
Generally the snake will be in a state of 
frenzy, ami the poisoned serum can be 
seen to fly from the ends of the teeth. 
The fluid flies out with great force, and 
if nothing obstructs it it will go several 
yards. This exhibition will give an idea 
of how thorough the Infection is when a 
snnke bites a human being and drives its 
fangs in ns deep ns they will go. 

“I often get bitten when I am out 
catching rattlesnakes,” snid the captain 
as ho picked up his biggest specimen and 
caused its tail to rattle loud enough to bo 
heard 100 yards, “but 1 don’t mind it, ex- 
cept for the pain at the moment. That is 
pretty bad, but cannot be helped. 

“The last time 1 was out 'cntchiug' 
along the Gila river I had n hard time of 
it. Somehow, iu spite of all the care I 
could exercise, I got bit about twice a 
day. Naturally the snakes nil struck at 
my hands just as I wns grabbing them to 
put into my bng, and my hands were a 
sight. Whjv they were all scarred up. 

“Nearly oil the snakes that bit me 
struck with both teeth, so that I had to 
take my knife and make a cut between 
the two tiny holes to rub the golandrina 
juice into, but with all that I never had 
the least trouble. The wounds healed up 
just like ordinary scratches, and that is 
all there was to it. At the end of a week 
my hands were as well as ever. 

“I came near being ‘bit for sure’ onco 
while I was out catching about !i0 miles ' 
from Phenix, A. T., and all because I 
didn’t have any golandrina with me. The 
herl) saved me in the end, though. 

“It wns early one morning. 1 found a 
fine rattler sunning himself upon a rock. 
He didn’t seem very lively, and I stooped 
to pick him up, but he was watching me, 
and before I knew it his fangs were into 
the end of my first finger. 

“All at once I realized that I had no 
golandrina and thought of the next best 
thing. As quick ns a flash I cut a big 
gash in the end of my finger and began to 
suck it. At the same time 1 took a big 
drink of brandy and called to my assist- 
ant. lie tied a string tightly around the 
base of my finger and then went out to 
see if he could not find some of the golan- 
drina. 

“But the fang must have struck an ar- 
tery. for my finger began to swell, and 
so did my bund just back of the string. 

I knew then that the matter was serious. 
Then my assistant came back and said 
be couldn’t find any golandrina. It was 
not the right locality for it. 

“I tied the string back around my 
wrist. But that didn’t do any good, for 
the swelling kept right on, and in an 
Lour or so my hand was twice its natural 
size.

But if you have to keep 
the herb dry, chew a piece of it to a pulp 
and put that on. It will cure every time. 

I will stake my life on it, for I have seen 
it used any number of times and never 
knew it to fail. 

“Some people say golandrina is what 
the Moqui Indians use after a snake 
dunce. Maybe it is, but I am not sure, 
became the Moquis won’t tell anybody. 
But 1 do know that it is the only plant 
growing around their villages that will 
cure snake bite, and I am pretty sure it 
is what they use.”— San Fruucisco Cull.

Watches nre, so to speak, n drug in 
the pawnshop. We get so many of them 
| that we often wonder Where they come 
from. 

! “You might think thnt we never would 
have occasion to lend money on wedding 
l rings, but you would be wrong, for we 
have several of them now. A woman 
; must l>o in distress to pledge her wedding 
I ring, and yet it is often done. We have 
engagement rings, too, but not so many 
in number ns wedding rings. Sometimes 
men pawn engagement rings. We simply 
take that as a sign thnt they have broken 
an engagement, but when a woman 
comes to us with one of them, we know 
she m ods the money. 

“I’ve made quite n study of pawn- 
shops,” continued the broker, "and I find 
that in the majority of cases the dress of 
the person asking for u loan on some ar- 
ticle has a great deal to do with the 
amount received. If the pawnbroker sees 
n well dressed person in front of him, he 
! will naturally argue that he or she is n 
; little short for the time being, hut will 
return nnd take the article out of pledge 
! in a few days. If, on the contrary, the 
I person asking for a loan be poorly dress- 
ed. there is little chance that he or she 
I will get n fair amount on it. In the lut- 
! ter case the pawnbroker usually offers 
I only what he thinks the article will bring 
at prlvute or public sale with the amount 
of his interest deducted.”— Baltimore 
News.

THE FIRST 1 TYPEWRITER. 

Invention of IS70 Preiierveil nt the 
Patent Otilee. 

Hidden away in a dark corner of the 
model room in the patent office at Wash- 
ington, with the dust of years giving its 
brown surface a coat of gray, is an ap- 
parently worthless block of wood cut in 
the shape of a staircase, with small 
blocks of wood mounted on wires on each 
of the stairs. 

When 1 happened to see this object 
while looking through the 400,000 mod- 
els the otnei day, I thought it must he 
some sort of child's plaything. On closer 
examination my curiosity was aroused, 
so that 1 induced one of the busy attend- 
ants to look up the matter for me. It 
was discovered to be the first typewriter 
ever made iu the United States— perhaps 
in the world. 

If placed by the side of one of our mod- 
el typewriters, the first typewriter could 
not fall to provoke a smile from the spec- 
tator. Instead of dainty black and nickel 
letter keys, with an open framework 
showing the easy workings of the intri- 
cate machinery of the inside, as is usual 
in the typewriters of tnnny, this first 
typewriter consists of a closed wooden 
box with blocks of wood half an inch 
square for it^ letter keys. The paper car- 
riage of the first typewriter is nlso of 
wood, and Instead of the operator turn- 
ing the paper carriage by a mere touch 
or an extension rod, as is done with all 
typewriters now in use, when one line 
was finished on tin* first typewriter the 
operator had to use both Immls to turn 
the paper carriage — one hand to lift n 
catch from the cogwheel and the other 
hand to push the paper around ns far as 
desired. 

However, much as the first typewriter 
differs from its grandchildren, close ex- 
umiuation shows that it has all the essen- 
tials of typewriters us we know them to- 
day. The inventor of the typewriter was 
It. T. 1*. Allen of Farnulale, Ky., who se- 
cured his patent in 1870. There wore 
other so called typewriters invented be- 
fore this date, hut the Allen invention is 
the first machine that bore fruit, and it is 
that machine which may lie looked upon 
ns the parent of the 5,000,000 or more 
typewriters in use iu the United StuteB 
today.— Atlanta Constitution.

Underwood building for the regular pupils. 
Beside the Eliot building there are many 
vacant rooms in the other buildings in the 
business district, which could have been 
secured for the time needed, which will be 
ut least a year, and probably longer, unless 
more rapid progress is made than has been 
evident so far. Possibly the Adams build- 
ing was selected for reasons of economy, 
but the cost of transportation will offset 
much of the saving that will be made. The 
changes will make the year an unusually 
hurd one lor all the teachers.

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IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


LARGE ATTEND A Nt’l'. KXPKC l*KD AT TIIF. 
OrRNINO ON SKPr. 1 1 — SUIT. A. n. Ki- 
ll KLD NOW IN CHARGE. 


When the doors of the Newton public 
schools are thrown open Sept. It for the 
beginning of the coming school term it is 
expected that the attendance of pupils at 
the High school and at several of the 
grammar schools will exceed that of any 
previous years. 

So confident is the school board that the 
number at the High school is to eclipse all 
records, it has augmented the teaching 
force by the appointment of these assist- 
ants: Miss Ida M. Wallace and Miss May 
H. Goodwin, both of Connecticut. At the 
High school accommodations lor over 700 
pupils have been made, w hen in previous 
years ooo was thought to have been an un- 
usual number. 

In the other buildings throughout the 
city au increase of considerable dimen- 
sions is anticipated, though no additional 
appointments to the teaching force have 
been made. There have been fewer changes 
in the teaching force this term than at any 
time before. 

Until Sept. 1 Superintendent George I. 
Aldrich was in charge, and on that date 
his successor, Mr. Albert it. Kitield of New 
Jlaven, Conn., who was appointed last 
July, after one of the bitterest controver- 
sies* in the history of the school board, as- 
sumed the management of affairs. As far 
as is known, Mr. Fi field has no important 
changes in mind. Mr. Alurich’s plans lor 
the lulure are not known. As yet he has 
made no decision, though it is understood 
he has been made a number of flattering 
offers. 

As the city government is to erect a new 
school building on the Bigelow site, l’ark 
street, Newton, it lias been found neces- 
sary to secure temporary quarters for the 
scholars of the Bigelow district. It was 
originally planned to move the old Bigelow 
building to laud adjacent to the former site, 
but when it was ascertained that the cost 
ol such an arrangement would amount to 
over $800u, other plans were made. 

Supt. Aldrich and -Mayor Wilson have 
had the matter in mind this summer, and 
have finally decided that the scholars of 
primary grades 1, 2, 3 and 4 should attend 
the Underwood school on Vernon street, 
and that the pupils of grammar grades 5 to 
1), inclusive, should occupy the new vacant 
rooms in the Adams sctiool budding at 
Newtouville. 

Transportation for the Bigelow scholars 
will be provided free by the city over the 
lines of the Wellesley «fc Boston and the 
Newton & Boston street railways. Police 
oflicers will be detailed to meet the pupils 
at each end of the lines, and special care 
will be taken by the patrolmen to avoid 
accidents. 

The session for the Bigelow scholars in 
the Adams building will be from 8.30 to 1. 

Some difficulty was experienced by 
Mayor Wilson and Superintendent Aldwch 
in providing for the kindergarten scholars, 
formerly ot the Underwood building, but 
who will now have to occupy temporary 
quarters that some of the Bigelow seholars 
may be accommodated at the Underwood 
building. These younger pupils will at- 
tend sessions in the parlors of the Chan- 
ning church, or in a public hall. Pinal ar- 
rangements will be completed before the 
opening of the schools. 

There seems to be no prospect of addi- 
tional rooms being added to the Thump- 
sonville and Wabau schools, although the 
residents of these villages and the school 
board have requested the city government 
to act. upuu the matter. It is probable 
that these improvements will be postponed 
by the city fathers until next year. 

Residents of Newtouville and Newton 
Highlands have asked the city government 
to abolish the Fuller- Warren system of 
cremating sewage in the Clafliu and Hyde 
schools, respectively, and connect these 
buildings with the main sewer. This sub- 
ject lias been before the board of aldermen, 
but no definite action has been taken. The 
cost will exceed $5000 in each building and 
for this reason the matter is not likely to 
be acted upon favorable. 

General repairs have been made on many 
of the buildings, and additional space for 
the storage of bicycles lias been arranged 
in several schoolhouses.

REV. FR. WHOl.EY’S NEWTON CENTRE 
PARISH 


WILL RK 1>K.D1( ATKD OCTORKH 1 — ITS IN- 
TERIOR Is A MARVEL OF STUCCO WORK J 

AND A TRIUMPH IN PLASTER MODEL- 
ING. 

The unt'ring efforts of Rev. Fr. Dennis 
Wholey, rector of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, Newton Centre, in behalf of his 
parish and people, have brought him a sub- 
stantial reward in the form of n handsome 
church building, which Is to be dedicated 
Sunday, Oct. 1. 

The organization nnd the growth of 
parish were accomplished under Rev. Fr. 
Wholey’s guiding hand, lie was ordained 
a priest at Montreal in 1877, and was for 
13 years curate of St. Joseph’s church in 
the West End of Boston. His ministra- 
tions at that parish were directed first by 
Rev. Fr. Linden, who was later followed 
by Rev. Fr. Daley and then by Vicar 
General Byrne, Rev. Fr. Daley’s successor. 

When Fr. Wholey came to Newton Cen- 
tre in isoo it was bis work to form n new 
parish. composed of Newton Centre Catho- 
lics who worshipped in the churches of 
other Newton villages. The first mass was 
said in a ball on Centre street, but in less 
than a year the corner stone of the new 
edifice on Centre street bad been laid. 

When the basement of the church had 
been completed sufficiently for occupancy, 
Fr. Wholey’s parishioners guthered there, 
their number increasing from week to 
week. Work on the upper portion of the 
structure ceased after a time, and not until 
a year and a half ago was work on the 
church resumed. 

TIi is new portion of the edifice is a mar- 
vel of stucco work. It is of a character to 
enlist admiration not alone on nocount of 
its beauty, but for its novelty as well. Its 
counterpart is not to be found in this vicin- 
ity, and already there Ims been much inter- 
est manifested in the handsome structure 
by architects and artists. 

Visitors have come daily to watch the 
work of plaster modeling, which attracts 
the eye and causes the onlooker to gaze at 
the skilful workmen in wonderment. 

The interior of the upper church is of 
the rennaisance style of architecture, the 
plans for which were prepared by W. IT. 
McGinty, architect, ot Boston Aside 
from the piaster modeling, there are other 
features provoking as great au amount of 
interest and admiration. 

The altar, the upper part of which is 
constructed of wood and stucco, rests on a 
base of marble. Above it and partially 
concealed in the stucco designs are hun- 
dreds of incandescent lights, producing an 
effect both novel and brilliant. 

This system of lighting has been instalh d 
throughout the church. On each of the 14 
pillars are four clusters with three incan- 
descent globes in each. Protruding from 
the ceiling are large globes of opal shaded 
glass, beside the chandeliers of incandes- 
cents. 

Back of the altar is a life-size fi. ure of 
Christ in bas-relief, it is modeled in plas- 
ter, but the brush of the artist has given it 
a prominence that is accentuated by its 
vast surroundings of white. 

The artist is Mr. Oscar Frederick Adler 
of Boston, who has devoted many hours in 
coloring the figure and background. As 
painted by Mr. Adler the effect of the as- 
cension is clearly portrayed. The figure is 
draped with a red robe, which is so hung 
on the body that the sacred heart is seen. 
Back of the figure are clouds in which the 
vibration of color is marked. 

The figures on the 14 stations iff the cross 
are modeled in bas-relief uml the lettering 
beneath has been done in gold leaf. 

There ure stained glass windows above j 
the altar, in which the color scheme is ex- 1 
cellent, and those above the pillars contain j 
designs and colors of much beauty. 

The sheathing is of ash, and is remarka- ! 
ble for its harmony. The arches and stair- 
ways are constructed of the same wood, 
while the pews, which have not yet been 
placed, are of oak ami elm. 

The pillars, of which there are 14, are of 
wood, with a covering which is the closest 
imitation of Venetian marble that can be 
obtained. The tiling at the front entrance 
of the church, like that which forms the 
sheathing at the sides and back of the 
altar, displays exquisite taste and produces 
a splendid effect. The woodwork in the 
sanctuary is not to be overlooked, as its ex- 
cellence commands admiration. In the 
gallery at the rear of the church a large 
organ is being placed and will be ready for 
use at the dedication exercises.

EXTENSION OF- FREE DELIVERY. 

WABAN AND NEWTON LOWER FALLS 
VISITED IJY A r. O. DEPARTMENT 
OFFICIAL, AND MAY BE INCLUDED IN 
NEWTON SYSTEM. 

The visit of Mr. Charles Hedges, assist- 
ant superintendent of free delivery, to 
Newton last Friday, was without doubt 
one of much significance. Both lie and 
Postmaster Ellis drove orer the Wabun, | 
Lower Falls und Chestnut Hill districts, to 
which the extension of the free delivery 
system lias been long contemplated. 

All the other villages enjoy the currier 
service, und residents of these latter places 
have expressed a desire for some time that 
j their villages might be added, in Chest- 
’ nut Hill, however, opinion is divided to 
: such an extent that Mr. Hedges will proba- 
bly not consider it in his report to \Vush- 
' ington. 

He will, it is believed, recommend that 
Wuhan and Lower Falls be included in the 
NTwton carrier system, mid should his sug- 
gestions be adopted the change will be 
effected some time in October. 

Another agreeable promise contained in , 
the rumors is the probable extension of the 
! carrier service to the Wabun hill district, 1 
which lies between Newton Centre ami j 
Chestnut Hill, and also the Oak Hill 
\ district, which forms a cart of Newton I 
Centre and Newton Highlands, 
j Tins latter plan will necessitate the eu- 
I tire changing (if the postal lines in Newton 
l Centre, and also the uppointiueut of an- 
other carrier for duty at the central ollice. 

| West Newton will, also, it is thought, re- 
ceive the benefits of Mr. Hedges’ recoin - 
j inundations, us he is very likely to suggest 
I the placing of au additional carrier in that 
j villuge. 

j The situation ut chestnut Hill dilfers 
1 much from Hie conditions in Wuhan and 
Lower Fulls. The two latter places have 
felt the need of carrier service for 
some time, and expressed their sentiment 
in petitions. At Chestnut Hill so many 
are opposed to free deliveiy that it is not 
the leu-t likely Mr. Hedges will recoin- 
j mend that the change be forced upon them.

The Waltham and Lexington Street Rail- 
way will be an accomplished fact another 
summer, aud Newton people will have 
another attractive railway ride, as the road 
is to connect at Waltham with tlie Newton 
road and at Arlington Heights with the 
West End road, and will extend from Lex- 
ington to Billerica, and connect there with 
the Lowell & Suburban road, which runs 
direct to Lowell. It will be a popular line, 
as it is tlie most direct route from Bostou to 
Lowell and also from Newton aud Waltham 
to that city. There are eighteen miles of 
tracks to be built, and work is already in 
active progress.

CITIZENS AND CAUCUSES. 


Gen. Curtis Guild made a speech at the 
Lowell Club, Labor Day on “The Public 
Duties of a Frivate Citizen.” It was an 
interesting speech as all such theoretical 
discussions nre.bnt the trouble conies when 
an attempt is made to carry them into 
practical operation. Gen. Guild’s eloquent 
perpoids are worth quoting and in the 
course of his speech he produced these es- 
pecial gems: 

“The use of the term ‘private citizen’ is 
a misnomer. In a republic there is no such 
thing as a private citizen. There is no in- 
habitant in a country governed like ours 
Avho is not a part of the government, who 
is exempt from blame for the nation’s er- 
rors or from praise for the nation’s pro- 
gress. 

“We euforce our laws, if necessary, by a 
volunteer militia. We admiuister our laws 
by a jury drawn from our own number-. 
We make our laws through our own rep- 
resentatives. If the militia is badly drilled, 
If juries are incompetent, if politics are 
corrupt, the fault is ours and ours alone. 

“There is a class of American citizens — 
no, not citizens -of Amerieau persons, 
now happily growing smaller, who actual- 
ly boast that they take no interest in poli- 
tics. There is another and u larger class 
whose notions of patriotism me con- 
fined to paying their taxes and voting on 
election day. 

“The purest lire of patriotism burns not 
in spasmodic Hushes, out in a steady Maine. 
If this government of the people is to be 
for the people it must be by the people, by 
all the people. The voter who ubsents 
himself from caucuses and primaries has 
no right to complain of politics or legisla- 
tion.” 

Now all this souuds very fine, and it 
might iuspire the average citizen to resolve 
thereafter to take an active part in politics 
and see that proper nominations were 
made and that uo unfit man was put up to 
receive the endorsement of the voter. Hut 
it has been tried ugaiu and again aud the 
uverage voter finds something like this 
state of ulTairs both iu Newtou and in 
other places, ilu goes to the caucus re- 
solved to put all these theories iu practice, 
lie finds a gathering of other citizens, 
many of them possibly iuteut on the same 
object as himself and all resolved to do 
.their duty. A chairman is nominated in u 
manner suggestive of its buviug been ar- 
ranged beforehand, nominutious are called 
for and there muy be speeches uud there 
may not, but when nominations are called 
for someone otfers a list of delegates, ou 
a printed ballot, generally without any ex 
plamtionas to whom they are for, a vote 
is tak -n, the aforesaid delegates are cltoseu 
by a sufficient majority, and the private 
citizen goes home with the pleasing con- 
sciousness that the whole tiling was ar- 
ranged beforehand aud tor uny influence 
lie might have hud he could just as well 
have remained at home. That is practical 
politics as distinguished from the theoreti- 
cal kind ol w inch political orutors are so 
fond of talking. After oue or two experi- 
ences like this the uveruge citizen begins 
to lose interest iu cuuouses aud primaries, 
and to realize that all is wauled of him by 
those who manage things is to go to the 
polls and vote for those who have been 
selected by the higher powers. 

l'liis is the reason that caucuses ure so 
si. inly attended aud there have been many 
theories proposed us to the best way of 
bringing back the power of making nom- 
inations to the people. Out in San Krun- 
ohco they liuve introduced the Australian 
ballot law into the cuucuses, and it has 
1 ad oue trial. The result was that for the 
first time in yeurs the caucuses were large- 
ly attended, and the people took an inter- 
est iu politics. Both tlie Democratic uud 
Kepublicuu mauliines were defeated, and 
clean uud honest cuudidutes w ere uominat- 
c 1. Advocating such a reform here would 
be u practical way of inducing the average 
citizen to take an active part in politics, 
and then It might be true that the voter 
who absented himself from caucuses had 
no right to complain of politics or legisla- 
ture. Hut think of the opposition such a 
reform would encounter, if It was attempt- 
ed to get it upon the statute book. 


“baseless and discreditable In the highest 
degree to those making them,*' and Inti- 
mated that the persons most deserving of 
public censure w ere those who brought the 
charges. He also stated that he hart ap- 
pointed two Democratic law yers to investi- 
gate the whole matter, ami they had re- 
ported that no frauds had been committed. 
i>uoh a statement and such 'an exhibition of 
temper has astonished those who hnve read 
the report of the investigation committee. 
This committee said that nlthough there 
ha«l been grave misconduct on the part of 
the canal officials, yet the matter had 
dragged along until the most of the w rong 
doing was covered by the statute of limita- 
tions, and the rest were covered by the 
very loosely worded special law that lmd 
been passed providing for the work. The 
canal officials were “proper objects of just 
public indignation,’’ the report stated, and 
iu fact the report was a very severe ar- 
raignment of these canal officials. It may 
be that Roosevelt -feels sensitive over his 
failure to punish these men, who had stolen 
millions from the state, but why he should 
endeavor to misrepresent the report of the 
investigating committee, that has been 
printed nnd published in most of the 
pnpers, is something that people can not 
understand ; it is such a silly performuce 
when It can be so easily exposed. We 
notice that some papers who have not taken 
the trouble to look the mutter up, accept 
Roosevqlt’s version, as before entering 
politics his reputation for veracity was not 
questioned, nnd even now we dislike to be- 
lieve that this apostle of “the strenuous 
life,” and war with every nation in sight, 
could deliberately misrepresent the case. 
Hut he is such an impulsive man, that evi- 
dently his judgment is not to be relied up- 
on, to stale the ease mildly, and also that 
there is litfle hope for the purification of 
politics from him. He appenrs to be a re- 
former after the style of our own Mr. Lodge, 
who has uo interest in measures that are 
not intended to benefit him politically or 
personally. It would not be surprising if 
these same canal frauds should interfere 
with the further advancement of this elo- 
quent advocate of war. 


Little has been heard of the county 
commissioners of late and whether this 
means that they are doing better, or that 
people have become tired of the subject is 
not clear. Commissioner Gould, the chair- 
man of the board, is up for re-election this 
fall, and we notice very Mattering referen- 
ces to him in the Cambridge Chronicle, 
w ith the usual statement thut he lias gained 
such valuable experience iu office that the 
county cun not aiford to lose his services 
just at this time. We suppose that really 
the commissioners have been spending just 
as much money as usual, but they are so 
remote from newspapers that it is hard to 
keep track of them.

A Trolley Ride. 

For shot t and cheap summer excursions 
tlie dwellers iu Newton have beeu wont to 
turn to the Harbor uud uloug the shore. 
Hut Nantasket, Xuliunt, Plymouth, Prov- 
incetown and Gloucester liuve become so 
familiar and have been “done” so many 
times us to be less tempting. A change is 
coming— has alreudy come, both as to di- 
rection uud motive power. They are be- 
ginning to turn into the country with its 
greater variety and to substitute electricity 
for steam. A network of tracks leads in 
every direction and to constantly increas- 
ing distances. The trolley fad lias entered 
us un excursion. It has its udvuntuges. 
Tlie boat often exposes to seasickness; 
the steam car is hot and stuffy uud dusty 
and runs for the most part by the back 
door. 'The trolley is open and airy uud 
runs by tlie front door, through the muiii 
, thoroughfare, by tlie public buildings uud 
the parks aud along the streums. It is de- 
j lightlul to ride through the vuried scenery 
i of tlie country, without any panting, 
sweating horse before you. This is a mat- 
| ter of experience and we speak from the 
memory ol a little excursion last week. 

1 We started on Monday morning at 8.43 
from New touville Square aud rode uwuy 
nearly seventy miles through the centre 
«»f our .Stute, passing through more thuii 
twenty villages uud cities and reached the 
I tow n of Warren ufter seven hours, un liulf 
uti hour at noon being given to lunch ut 
Worcester. 1 lie day was all that could be 
desired for such a ride. It is very fortu- 
nate it ou u xpitaole rela- 

tive at tlie end of such a trip to welcome 
you to her home; so the return trip was 
not made till 'Thursday, under tlie suuiu 
i conditions. We loaded ourselves with 
nick Ies before starting. They kept disap- 
peering till the last one was gout* —eight- 
een in all: so we found thut this is much 
cheaper than steuiu travel, the round trip 
, of EM miles being truvellod for $1.80, thus 
suving $L14- We were fortunate iu mak- 
ing connections wherever we changed 
curs. It was pleasanter on our return to 
make our lunch-place the shore of beauti- 
ful Lake l^uiusigamoad under the shade of 
the trees.

NOT ALL HEROIS. 


EnRlnpem M’lio Stick to Tliclr En- 
g i ii cm Are Too Scnrcil to Jump. 

“Yes, I’ve been pretty badly scared 
several times since I began railroading 
15 years ago,’’ said an old freight con- 
ductor, “and don't really know which one 
wus the worse, although of course I al- 
ways thought the last was. We’re all of 
us human, uud if a man tells you he 
doesn't get scared railroading don’t be- 
lieve him. I’ve seen lots iu the papers 
about heroic engineers who staid nt 
their posts and sacrificed their lives try- 
ing to save others. When you show me 
one mini that takes those chances for Im- 
munity's sake, as they say. I’ll show you 
a hundred who staid just because they 
were too scared to jump or didn't huve 
time. 

“A man thinks mighty quick some- 
times, but lie doesn’t always have time to 
think of anybody that’s behind him. 
When n fellow’s running across the coun- 
try a mile a minute in pitch dark and all 
of u sudden a big headlight flushes in bis 
face or a pair of red lights show up in 
front, lie is mighty apt to forget what the 
papers will say about a hero at his post. I 
If he enu move nt all, he shuts off, I 
throws her over and plugs her with one 
hand, working tin* air brake just because 
it’s second nature and lie can’t help him- 
self. It's what they call mechauical, and 
a man will do it without really knowing 
what lie’s doing. Then he’ll jump if be 
can. 

“Talking about these heroes, Pm one 
of them myself. I’ve a big reputation up 
north as a man who'd stick to his post. 
It was when I first went to railroading. 
I’d been raised iu my superintendent’s 
family, nnd when I got old enough I went 
to firing on tin* Milwaukee. About three 
months after I’d got a regular run 1 was 
out on n freight over night. We'd had a 
rush, and I was pretty tired, and about 
12 the head brakemau took the fire for 
awhile and I went to sleep. I was sitting 
on the front end of the seat, dead to the 
world, when a couple of rial /lights on the 
tall end of a caboose showed up. The 
freight ahead of us had broken in two, 
nnd we caught tin* hind end in n cut. The 
engineer shut off, but he didn’t lihve time 
to throw her over uud plug her, and lie 
and the hrukeman both jumped without 
even waking me up. 

“We hit the ea boose pretty hard, I tell ; 
you. hut instead of breaking her up or 
ditching tlit> pilot went under the car and 
raised it right up till it was half way up i 
the holler. The shock woke me up, but I j 
was only half awake then. She was inov- j 
lug along slow yet, and when 1 saw the j

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A JEST Of TATE.

It was 8 o'clock on a cold washed, 
clear cut. son bathed October morning 
when my mother and l climbed into 
the second best buggy behind old white 
Telly for a 20 mile drive “np the ; 
country " The judge waved us a court 
ly adieu; little Tom and his sister hook- 
ed themselves on behind to go with us 
to the big gate, the opening of which 
furnished them with a reason for being. 
Aunt Sally called out from the linck 
gallery last messages to Cousin Nancy;

Our route wound here and there past

Regretting to lose 
even for a time his fatherly oare, they were 
glad of tlte announcement in tho hope that 
on his return he might be able to attend to 
their spiritual wants with renewed ardor 
and energy. 

Ills home coming was not allowed to pass 
unnoticed.

for the current of tlte young Christian 
mind, wherein it nmy steadily How to the 
great ocean of God's love nnd service. A 
sound religious training is the foundation 
on which to erect the superstructure of 
learning; it is a fortress, that is able to 
withstand the assaults of tlte spiritual 
enemy. 

But I fear this may be a digression from 
the purpose for which I arose, and ns l 
look around and notice that we are graced 
to-night by tho presence of so many of our 
reverend clergy, who are here to mingle 
their trlonte of love and respect with that 
of ours, for our pastor, whom 1 know are 
anxious to contribute a word, and whom I 
know you will listen to witli profound 
interest, I will therefore conclude by sav- 
ing, Rev. Father and beloved Pastor, in 
order to morn substantially testify our 
appreciation and recognition of your 
zealous and undefatignbla labors in our 
interest, during tho time you have been 
our spiritual director, on behalf of your 
parishioners, I ask you to accept this 
check as a slight token of our good will 
ami good wishes. Rest assured that every 
dollar comes spontaneously, from good and 
willing hearts; the earnest prayer of every 
member of your parish is that God may re- 
store you to former health and vigor, that 
you may be spared nmnj years to minster 
to our spiritual wants, and when tiie time 
comes to lay down the burden of life’s 
care, may you hear from the lips of Him 
to whom you have consecrated your life, 
"Well done good and faithful servant.” 

Having concluded his remarks, Mr. Bris- 
ton placed in Fr. Dolan’s hand a cheek for 
81500. 

Rev. Fr. Dolan expressed his thnnks, say- 
ing, in part: "You have made me very 
happy to night by your cordial welcome. 
This greeting on your part has enabled me 
to solve a problem propounded to me while 
I was abroad. 

"Meeting a lady whf expressed consider- 
able interest In our parish, I told her of 
Newton and my people. She said, ’You 
are anxious to return ; but will they be 
glad to see you ?’ 

"As to tho solution of tho problem there 
is no longer any doubt in my mind. I did 
not know what a greeting I was to receive, 
or 1 could have answered that lady’s ques- 
tion there and then. 

“This gilt of yours has mudo me particu- 
larly happy, because it will enable me to 
carry out a desire which 1 have long 
cherished, ami which I recently expressed 
to his grace, tiie archbishop. 

" This check— I have not yet looked at 
the amount— 1 will use to found a scholar- 
ship at tho Brighton Seminary. Such a 
scholarship does not exist at present. It 
will, however, be now established and 
placed ut the disposal of any graduate of 
the Church of Our Lady parochial school. 

"If any young man who graduates from 
tli is school or the Boston College expresses 
the desire, it shall be for him. I thank you 
again for this check, which will enable me 
to carry out the w-ork of my heart. 

"1 thank you for your good wishes 
toward me. I thank Fr. Gilfether, who 
organized this reception, and I thank the 
clergymen who are here tonight for their 
part. . » 

"I sincerely trust wo may continue to 
make our schools and our church grounds 
a credit to our religion.” 

At the conclusion of Rev. Fr. Dolan’s 
speech, addresses were made by four of the 
clergymen present, between which an en- 
tertainment program was creditably given. 

Rev. Michael Dolan was born in Ireland 
and came to this country when a youth. 
He studied at the Lowell High school, 
Montreal College, m il was ordained to the 
priesthood at St. Mary’s Seminary, Balti- 
more. 

All his years as pastor huve been spent 
in Newton. For fourteen years he was in 
charge at Newton Upper and Lower Falls. 
In 1885 lie became pastor of the Church of 
Our Lady, Newton, succeeding the Rev. 
Fr. Green. 

Under him the parish has become a 
model one and well equipped. Few church 
properties in the diocese surpass It. 'The 
parochial residence and school were built 
under his direction, and the beuutiful con- 
vent, in which dwell the teaching order of 
the Sisters of Charity, is his gift. 

Although strong in health, Fr. Dolan’s 
usefulness has been somewhat impaired of 
late by reason of an eye trouble. It is the 
earnest wish of ull tliut this affliction may 
be soon ameliorated. 

Fr. Janies Gilfether, who has been in the 
parish since 1884, and who is beloved by 
all, with the committee labored iiard for 
the success of the reception. It marked an 
interesting epoch in the history of the 
parish, and will not soon be forgotten by 
either pastor or parishioners.

"It requires :i great deal of skill to roll 
a cigarette a I i Mexicnna," said a tobac- 
co dealer, "and I’ve watched the natives 
do it many a time without being aide to 
imitate the performance. The average 
Mexican, from peon to upper middle 
class, carries a handful of granulated to- 
bacco wrapped lip iu a piece of rag or 
the corner of a handkerchief. When he 
wants to smoke, which is about every 
five minutes, lie prudiiees, let us say, a 
bit of husk, spreads a pinch of tobacco on 
it lengthwise ami twists it into a cylinder 
by giving it a sort of sidelong slap 
against ids thigh. How lie imparts the 
necessary rolling motion I was never aide 
to understand, and granulated tobacco is 
tn m*li more difficult to manipulate than 
the ordinary long cut. 

"White paper for cigarette making is 
almost totally unknown once you cross 
the Rio Grande, and American tobacco 
houses doing a large business in the re- 
public have found it necessary to substi- 
tute brown for their Mexican trade. The 
kind best liked is the common brown 
straw paper eliiell.v used in this country 
by butchers and grocers for wrapping up 
parcels. It lias a slight Davor that soon 
becomes rather pleasant than otherwise."

HOARD OF Al.RKRMKN llKSUMF. RICOUt.AU 
SESSIONS A! Till AN KX V KNDKD VACA- 
TION— MANY ROUTINE MATTKIW TON- 
81DK11KD AND DISPOSED Ol -MAYOR 
AND IMS AUTHORITY DISCUSSED AT 
l.KNOTlt. 

The "glad-hand” was largely In evidence 
at Monday evening’s meeting of the heard 
of alderman, when that austere body re- 
sumed regular sessions after an extended 
vacation. As the different members en- 
tered the chamber prior to convening, they 
avere met by the earliest arrivals, including 
city officials and more punctual members, 
ami “the right-band of fellowship” was 
extended promiscuously. 

When the board was called to order at S 
o’clock there was every assurance that the 
session would he comparatively brief. The 
inexhaustible topic of "sewers,” however, 
proved irreslstahle to the notoriously elo- 
quent board members, and about forty 
minutes were given up to this seemingly 
unimportant subject. 

The first business was the postponement 
of the hearing upon the petition of Wallace 
and others that the Newton street railway 
company should he granted locations in 
Crafts, Waltham and Walnut streets. Oil 
motion of Alderman Bailey the hearing 
will be held October 2nd, instead of last 
Monday evening. 

Mayor Wilson returned without li is ap- 
proval orders authorizing the construction 
of a sewer in a portion of Albion street, 
"Ward 6, and also the order appropriating 
67,924 for the purchase of additional land 
/or the new Bigelow school site. 

Ills honor’s reason for vetoing the latter 
order was because of his belief that there 
should be an issue of bonds provided and 
the amount should not be taken from the 
tax levy. These vetoes were sustained. 

Communications were received from the 
school committee, asking that the board 
grant them a hearing on all requests for re- 
pairs on school buildings. The communi- 
cation was referred to the committee on 
ordinances. 

Another communication from the school 
hoard was that which asked that the city 
government purchase land adjoining the I 
Williams school lot at Auburudule, that 
new rooms may he added to the Williams 
building. This was referred to the public 
property committee. 

The Democratic and Republican voters 
•were granted permission to hold caucuses 
in the several ward rooms on Sept. 14 aud 
127 respectively. 

The list of election officers was pre- 
.sented aud will be finally acted upon at 
aiext Monday evening’s meeting of the 
iboard. 

PETITIONS, ETC. 

Among the petitions was a communica- 
tion from the Waltlmm city government 
asking that the Newton hoard of aldermen 
allow the taking of certain Newton land for 
the improvement of Cranberry brook. Such 
a request and agreement is necessary under 
the statutes, it was favorably acted upon 
without discussion. 

In a communication from the trustees of 
the New tou land and improvement com- 
pany. the city was notified of its failure, 
that is in the opinion of the land company, 
tc fulfil its agreement in regard to the im- 
provement and reconstruction of Cullough’s 
pond. The subject was referred to the city 
solicitor. 

In answer to a communication from the 
board of aldermen the Commonwealth 
Avenue Street Railway declared that the 
-conditions at Newton Highlands did not 
permit of their issuing free transfers on 
the line of the Newton & Boston Street 
Railway at that point. There was no in- 
tersection of tracks, the Commonwealth 
Avenue company declared, and the Boston 
& Albany tracks intervened in two places. 
The Commonwealth Avenue company was 
willing, however, to is*ue transfers on the 
Newton & Boston at the corner of Homer 
and Centre streets. The communication 
was received. 

Notices requesting the apportionment of 
sewer assessments were received and re- 
ferred. 

There were nearly a dozen of petitions 
for concrete sidewalks and crossings. 
These were received and referred without 
being read. 

Ward 7 residents asked the hoard. In a 
communication, to see that the chestnut 
trees about their homes were properly pro- 
tected from the unwarranted depredations 
of “nutter**” during that period of the

RE-OPENING OF SCHOOLS. 




ATTENDANCE ALL OVER TIIE CITY OREA- ! 
ER THAN IN PREVIOUS YEARS. 


An unusually large attendance marked 
the opening of the Newton public schools 
Monday. This was especially true of the 
High school, where the number exceeded 
that of any previous year, and over 700 
pupils were enrolled. 

At the grammar and primary schools 
there has been a marked increase over 
last year’s attendance hut none of the 
school buildings are thought to he over- 
crowded. 

Many extensive improvements have been 
made on the different buildings through- 
out the city, and the school board has pe- 
titioned the city government to purchase 
additional land for the purpose of enlarg- 
ing the Williams school at Auhurndale. 

The recently appointed superintendent 
of schools, Albert Baldwin Fi field, lias 
assumed the management of affairs since 
the expiration of Mr. Aldrich’s term, Sept. 
1, hut lias not as yet made any radical 
changes. 

During tiie construction of tiie new 
Bigelow school building the pupils of the 
I district will he taught at the new Adams 
school at Newtonville. Transportation on 
the electrics is provided free by the city. 

As told in the Graphic last week, the 
school hoard has secured temporary quart- 
ers for the kindergarten pupils in* Associ- 
ates block on Centre street. Such pro- 
vision for these pupils is made necessary 
because of the changes demanded on ac- 
count of the erection of the new Bigelow 
building. The old Bigelow building is to 
he torn down, uml during the erection of 
the new structure it will be necessary for 
the gram car school pupils to attend ses- 
sions at the Adams school at Newtonville 
ami others at theUnderwood school. Pri- 
mary pupil** will remain ut the Underwood 
while the kindergarten pupils formerly 
taught at tiie Underwood will occupy 
rooms in Associates block.

WHOLESALE MURDER OF HALF DE- 
FENSELESS PEOPLE WRITES A GRAPHIC 
CORRESPONDENT— PRAYS THAT THE 
UNITED STATES MAY RE FORGIVEN. 


To the Editor of the GRAPHIC: 

As an American citizen heretofore in- 
tensely proud of the fact 1 desire to add 
my voice in protest against the wicked 
murder of an Innocent people now in pro- 
gress in the Philippine Islands. 

When the war with Spain was declared 
no nation ever had a higher motive in view 
thun America— To espouse tiie cause of an 
oppressed und helpless people, und free 
them from the starvation and merciless 
s'aughter received at the hands of tiie 
despotic government of Spain. 

Through the Providence of God tliut was 
accomplished with marvelous success. 

But we had absolutely no right to barter 
with Spain for the lives uml property of 
the Filipinos; no right to invade their terri- 
tory; no right to dominate over them 
against their wishes, and above all no right 
to slaughter them at wholesale because ;

whose only crime is u desire for absolute 1 
freedom. The nations of the world have i 
had ample opportunity to learn that the ! 
United States is great, rich und powerful, 
and every one knows that with a little 
time, money and perseverance we can mu r- 1 
dm aud annihilate tiie half-defenseless 
Filipinos till they obey our dictations.

Maynard Chapter of the Newton Natural 
History Society. 

The seventh regular meeting of this chap- 
ter was held Friday, Sept. 8th, at 447 Crafts 
street, in the ciuss room of the Muyuard 
Laboratory. An interesting und instruc- 
tive paper was reud by Theodore li. Barker 
on the uestiug habits of the blue bird. A 
nest of the blue bird was closely watched, 
the times of the hatchiug of the eggs noted, 
and the departure of the young birds from 
tiie nest observed. 'The habits of the adult 
birds were also studied. 

Th units Fitzpatrick gave some observa- 
tions upon a large bird nest which is lu- 
};ated in tiie vicinity of the laboratory. 
This is in a piece of wood lund of ubout 
five acres, composed quite largely of white 
pines, und in this nest it was estimated 
tliut some 7ooo birds gather every night. 
Between four ami five thousund of these 
ur« gruckles ami the remainder are robins. 

\\ Idle the graoklea came in to the roost 
in compact liocks of from 10 to loon indi- 
viduals, the robins either came in singly or 
in loose straggling docks. The Right of 
the graekle is steady aud well sustained, 
and when the docks turn they do this in 
graceful curves. Du the other hand, the 
robins move with uu eccentric, darling 
flight. 

C. J. Maynard gave a continuation of his 
systematic zoology and spoke of the fresh 
water hydea, giving uu account of its 
habits, structure, ete. An account of tiie 
hydroid polyps followed, showing their 
peculiur method of reproduction. Here 
for the first time in the uaceudiug scale of 
uiiimul life, we find instances in which the 
children ol the polyps do not resemble 
their parents, nor do Hie off spring of this 
generation resemble their direct progeni- 
tors und it is only in the third generation 
thut we find tiie original form reproduced. 
T hut is, tiie offspring in each case resem- 
hh s, not its parent, but its grandparent. 
1 his method is ktiowu us alternation of 
generation.

A WRONG EXPEDIENT. 


It was said some three years ago, when 
the large undertakings which resulted in 
4in increased tax rate, were under way. 
that with wise management each year 
would show a lessened rate until the aver- 
age of the more recent past was reached. 
This prophecy has proven true and a 
gradual reduction has been noted— some 
thing each year. 

Of course a low tax rate, if honestly 
reached, is welcomed by all, especially by 
owners of real estate. While the rate for 
the curreut year is lower than was expect- 
ed, ami ordinarily would he hailed with 
delight, there seems to be prevalent among 
many a feeling that it was reached at too 
great a cost of principle to be a matter of 
satisfaction. 

Various expedients are resorted to that a 
good showing shall be made through a low 
tax rale, that best known to our people 
being over-valuation of old buildings and 
unmarketable property; but it has been re- 
served for the present administration of 
onr affairs to establish an extremely un- 
safe and wholly indefensible method. 

Mayor Wilson must bear the brunt of the 
criticism, however much of it he may think 
should be borne by the board of aldermen, 
Sor the mayor now is in fact, as in name, 
the responsible head of affairs. 

It is the first time in the history of the 
city that au asset has beeu converted into 
cash to pay running expenses. 

When the sale of the poor farm at Waban 
-was authorized, some $00,000 resulted 
therefrom, about half of which was appro- 
priated for the construction of anew alius- 
bouse in the Oak Hill district. The bal- 
ance was paid into the general fund with- 
cut question or protest from the mayor, 
who it has been supposed, was a close 
.manager and prudent financier. 

And theu when a small parcel of land 
was desired for the enlargement of a 
schoolhouse site, and the money was ap- j 
proprialed for its purchase, the mayor re- j 
fused his up| . oval of the order solely on 
the ground that the money shuuld be bor- 
rowed and not raised through the tax levy : 
of the present year. Did it not occur to ; 
him that a part of the proceeds from the 
poor farm sale could be applied to this : 
matter? Wby did lie not urge and insist j 
that no unnecessary debt should be created ? ' 
Then again theie is the new Bigelow ( 
.school. Should the city borrow all the 
money for its erection when $30,0<K), im- 
properly placed in the general funds to re- 
duce the tax rate, was available for this 
purpose? 

It is an extremely dangerous precedent 
to establish and one for which, so long as 
we are not really in danger of bankruptcy, 
theie is no justification,— this selling of 
•.property to pay running expenses. 

When u business concern uses its capitul 
to meet its fixed charges, creditors become 
uneasy. Should not a city's finances be 
munaged us prudently us those of a mere 
■ business house? 

operating expenses should be always 
.in • t by taxation, and such a method of re- 
ducing a tux rale us bus been here shown 
is a sham, and the sooner it becomes known 
.‘.he better for the future of the city.

Are our hands clean ? If in this city we

Djikitu’ conviction ami sentence of 
4 eu years imprisonment, to follow so close 


ly upon Iho torture he fins but recently ! 
undergone, was a shock to the whole civil- j 
ized world. It was very apparent during 
the trial that to obtain a verdict exonerat- 
ing Dreyfus would he well nigh impossi- 
ble, yet it seemed as though the five years 
of agony on Devil's Island might be con- 
sidered a sufficiently “extenuating circum- 
stance" to preclude the imposing of any 
further sentence. The result of the trial 
is a revelation of the political condition of 
France. That the army should he allowed 
to solely conduct such an important trial, 
and that the lawyers should feel obliged to 
emphasize their devotion to the army, goes 
; to show the wonderful strength of that 
organization, and clearly demonstrates the 
j weakness of the civic authorities at a time 
I when a strong hand Is needed to keep the 
honor and justice of France from becoming 
a by word. There can be no doubt that a 
; party with the wit to seize the opportunity 
I might at this time so turn the tide as to 
! break the power of the army. The latter’s 
power Is not in tiie cleverness and brill ian- 
ev of its officers, but in the strength of its 
organization. Let the civic government 
put the army in Its proper place, that of 
the servant and not the master of the pen. 
pie. and thenceforth the cry would no 
longer be “Long Live the Army" but 
“Long Live the State." 


It is reported that the city of Newton 
has gained but one poll during the pnst 
year. It would bo interesting to study a 
comparison of the figures by wards. It is 
evident that in the vicinity of N on an turn 
square many homes have been established 
since the erection of the new tenement and 
business blocks, and no decrease is dis- 
cernible at present, on the contrary it ap- 
pears to be on the increase. At least ninety 
shops and stores are doing business in this 
immediate vicinity, and in them a Inrge 
| number of men are employed. These fucts 
i show a remarkable change in the social 
conditions of the problems confronting our 
citizens. To meet similar problems under 
different conditions the Young Men’s 
I Christian Association has operated for 
many years here with success according to 
the effort expended in the work. Now 
with splendid equipment and methods 
I which are adapted to any society, this or 
, guuizatiou seems to be the only one fitted to 
1 materially assist these men in self im- 
, provement. 

j “Getting buck into harness again’’ did 
j not appear difficult to the members of the 
i board of aldermen, Monday evening, Be- 
I fore the session opened there was u carni- 
val of hand -shaking and an exchange 
{ of pleasantries. All the city officials ami 
I heads of departments showed very dearly 
| their eagerness that the legislative part of 
i the municipal machinery might be again 
| put in motion, uud busied themselves cou- 
j ferring with the ditferent board members 
1 about the affairs of their respective depart- 
ments. President Knowlton handled the 
perplexing questions of parliamentary rul- 
ing with characteristic dignity and cool- 
ness, and while some members were 
inclined to be facetious and others some- 
what verbose, the meeting was of ordinary 
length, und as several aldermen evidently 
intended it should be, very entertaining.

BOSTON IN ITS INFANCY. 


Even In SwmUllnw Cln(lie* It Was 
lligger Tlinn It* Selghliors. 

Physically the Boston of 1 S 04 really 
deserved the name which The Ilngno 
bears today. They say that The Hague 
is “the largest village in Kurope;” Bos- 
ton was the largest village in New Eng- 
land. The great railway system was in 
its infancy. The town kept up its com- j 
munieation with the rest of the world by 
a capitally organized system of sailing 
packets, sloops and schooners, which con- 
: nected it with Halifax, Bangor and • 
Portland on the northeast, with Hartford, j 
New York and Baltimore, Richmond • 
and Albany on the west and south. 

For New England this side of Con- i 
necticnt river and Kennebec river great ! 
wagons drawn by fine teams of horses J 
brought down the scanty produce of the 
farms, or the potash, and even fur, from , 
the woods. The teamsters, who remind ; 
one of the enptains of caravans in the 
cast, came to anchor in certain large 
sheds on the “neck” which united old 
Boston to the mainland. They poured 
■out their corn for their horses to eat, and . 
for themselves, in an "hourly” stage. ; 
rode Into the business part of tbe town j 
to inquire of their consignees where the 
pots of butter or the boxes of potash 
were to be delivered. 

The millionaire of the day, after his 2 
o’clock dinner, walked out to the back of , 
bis house and smoked his cigar under a 
pear tree in his own garden. If his wife , 
thought she would like to go to ride in j 
the afternoon, he sent to a great wooden 
stable In the neighborhood, which, with 1 
its appurtenances, covered perhaps acres 
of the land of the little peninsula, for 
his carriage and his horses. Every house 
was supplied with its water by pumps, 
which drew from wells varying in depth 
from 20 to 80 feet n brackish liquid, 
whose salty taste was really preferred 
by the genuine Bostonian to that of the 
simpler water of the country. 

Almost nil the streets were paved. The 
larger streets were gradually accustoming 
themselves to sidewalks. They were, ns 
they are, narrow’. They followed in gen- 
eral the lines of the hills or of the shores 
and wore not laid out on any mathemati- 
cal plan; so much the better for them. 
The people who lived here, in many cases, 
had moved into Boston from the country 
towns of New England. They had en- 
joyed on the whole, since the establish- 
ment of the federal constitution, 50 years 
of great prosperity. — E. S. Hale in Phila- 
delphia Post. 


Ingenuity of flic Taliltnn*. 

The Tahitans are said to be the people 
most serviceable to the traveler. They 
seem, in fact, to command at all times 
the principal conveniences of life. 

Half an hour of daylight is sufficient 
for building a house of the stems aud 
leaves of the fold banana, and fire is 
produced by rubbing sticks. 

If tbe running water is deeply sunk 
among stones by working in banana 
leaves, they bring it to tbe surface. 

The chase of eels, which in those drip- 
ping mountains become almost amphib- 
ious, offers another instance of their in- 
genuity. 

They tear off with their teeth the 
fibrous hark of "puran” (Hibiscus tili- 
aeeus) and a moment after apply it to 
noosing small fish. 

If one is sent for fruit, he will usually 
make a basket on the way by plaiting 
the segments of a coconnut leaf. A mat 
will be manufactured with almost equal 
case. Clothing is always at band, and 
a banana leaf serves for an umbrella. 
Tumblers and bottles are supplied by 
single joints of the bamboo, and casks 
or buckets by the long stems, and 
whether you ask for a hatchet, knife, 
spoon, toothbrush or wash basin, the 
guides will never he found ut a loss.

To make haggis, take the heart, 
tongue aud small liver of the sheep, one 
pound of bacon, four ounces of crumbs of 
bread, the rind of one lemon, two eggs, 
two anchovies (sardines may he used), a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of pepper and 
two teaspoonfuls of salt. Chop the 
heart, tongue, liver and bacon; mix 
thoroughly: add the bread crumbs, tbe 
anchovies, chopped fine, the lemon rind, 
grated, then tbe pepper and salt. Beat 
tbe eggs and pour them over. Back this 
into a kettle or mold, cover and boil or 
steam continuously for two hours. Turn 
it on a dish and serve very hot.— Ladies’ 
Home Journal.

j Bullougli's pond, Newtonvllle. A writ o£ 
injunction is asked for by the city and the 
street railway company will appear iu 
court at Boston, Tuesday, Sept. 20, to show 
cause why it should not be granted. 

In its application for the injunction, the 
city asks that the respondent be restricted 
from polluting the water and watercourses 
of Bullough’s pend and Pearl lake. The 
latter is part of the larger pond, but has 
been given this name by the resideuts ot 
that part of the city. 

It is alleged that the pollution is caused 
by the street railway company's action in 
pouring hot water into the pond, thereby 
causing it to become noxious and foul. 

The power house of the Newton «fc Bbs- 
tou street railway company is situated «>n 
Homer street, at the extreme eud of th«i 
pond. The exhausts from the steam pipes 
and engines have been poured into the lake 
for some time past. 

There was a general remonstrance ou 
the part of the citizens, and during tlie 
winter much complaint was heard because 
of tbe scarcity of ice. Bullougli's pond 
has always been a popular place for 
skaters, and us the steam so affected the 
temperature of the water, i’. was impossi- 
ble for the ice to form with any cotoulec- 
able degree of thickness. 

Tlie street railway company wlieu ap- 
’ pealeJ to, ceased, it is said, from lining the 
pond lor au} purpose other than us a re- 
, ceptacle for steam. 

The steam, however, so increased the 
temperature of the water, it is alleged, that 
the grass lias grown in the bed of t lie pond 
and caused the wattr to overflow the 
banks. 

The city feels that as a large amount of 
money has been expended of late in im- 
proving Bullough’s pond und the adjacent 
land, that such action on the part "of the 
street railway company is causing a serious 
injury, not only to the pond, but the sur- 
rounding land. 

The street railway company, on the 
other hand, say that they have asked sever- 
al times for the right to construct a sewer 
on Homer street, which lias been refused. 
They claim there is no other outlet, ami 
they are forced to make use of the pond. 

Homer street, at the point where tho 
power house of tlie street railway company 
stands, is bare of dwelling houses, and it is 
the contention of the city that a greater 
necessity than the power house of the 
street railway must be shown before a 
sewer can be constructed iu this thorough-

l.x T FORMS CAUSES MUCH DEBATE AT 
MON 11 AY EVENING'S SESSION OF THE 
HO Allli OF A LDEHMKN— LITTLE ACTION 
OF IMrOHTANCl. TllOtTOll MRKT1NO 
LASTED OVER TWO HOURS. 

Tho board of aldermen did little but dis- 
cuss the Hlgelotv school question in its va. 
rious phases at last Monday evening's 
meeting of the hoard of aldermen. The j 
debate was of the usual character and the i 
same principals held the stage throughout | 
the evening. 

It was unfortunate that there was not ft I 
larger audience as the edify ing eloquence 
reached only the ears of a handful of city | 
oftlcials and reporters who nearly fell : 
asleep before adjournment. 

The old old grain was threshed once j 
more and the time-worn arguments were j 
resurrected and made to appear new that I 
they might he given some weight. So far i 
as last Monday evening’s session was con- 
cerned, itniav be looked upon a« a victory j 
for those who favor the immediate con- 
struction of the new Bigelow building. 
After prolonged discussion they mnnaged 
to carry their point so far as the construc- 
tion of the building was concerned. 

Five members with charter objections 
caused the order authorizing the issue of 
bonds for the purchase of the Burr land to 
be laid over until next meeting. This was 
about all the opposition accomplished. 
the mayor’s communications. 

The first communication from the mayor 
recommended the transfer of certain bal- 
ances to appropriations for the improve- 
ment of River and Washington streets. 
This was received. 

The second communication from his 
honor notified the board that an additional 
appropriation of $20,000 was necessary if | 
it was the board’s opinion that the new 
Bigelow school building should he con- 
structed on the plans already accepted. 

Alderman Ivy moved, after a short ad- 
dress, that the mayor’s communication he 
referred to the public property committee 
with instructions to that body to prepare 
a list of the estimated oost of plumbing, 
ventilnting, heating etc., which expenses 
were to be covered by the $20,000. 

Alderman Dana gave as his opinion that 
the board were well enlightened on the 
subject and wanted the mayor’s communi- 
cation received. 

Before the board had gotten very deep 
in the discussion it was decided to lay the 
matter on the table for a short time us 
Alderman Morton desired to look at the 
original order appropriating $75,000 for the 
construction of the new building. In the 
meantime, the business of the evening pro- 
ceeded, and several petitions were offered. 
Among the first were several for concrete 
crossings and sidewalks which were re- 
ferred to the highway cannnittee without 
being read. 

On its petitions for pole locations on 
Washington and JelTerson streets, the tele- 
phone company was granted a hearing be- 
fore the streetlight committee for Sept. 27. 

Several minor licenses were acted upon 
and on recommendation of the license com- 
mittee it was decided to grant the peti- 
tioners who asked the right to locate a 
steam boiler on Washington street. West 
Xewtou, a hearing at the board’s next 
meeting October 2nd. 

There was a small number of petitions 
which went to the highway, sewer and li- 
censes committees for consideration with- 
out ever being read by title.

We will soon have the 
cost of the building up to $125, (XXV 

Alderman Lowell, “Without resorting to 
tiie spread-eagle tactics of the last speaker, 
l would like to say that it is my opinion 
we sTiould be given more {information on 
the subject.’’ 

Alderman Morton expressed his opinion 
of tiie construction ot the original order 
and tiie use of tiie word “towards.” 

Alderman Dana again presented argu- 
ments and declared that whatever loss was 
Involved by delay, that loss was due to the 
opposition. 

Alderman Warren gave as his opinion 
that tiie matter should be acted upon that 
evening. He was fully prepared to vote. 

In response to the request of Alderman 
White tiie mayor read the figures of tho 
bids, (published in another column), and 
also tiie estimates of tiie public buildings 
commissioner regarding tiie interior work 
and of tiie street commissioner concerning 
tiie grading. He also included the archi- 
tect's fees. 

TOTAL COST $97, (XX). 

According to tiie mayor's figures the total 
cost will be §97,000, exclusive of tho addi- 
tional land. 

Alderman Lyman took tiie lloor, and in 
his remarks did not neglect to mention 
Alderman Dana. In fact lie handled that 
gentleman without gloves. “If there lias 
been a delay, “said Alderman Lyman, “and 
if that delay has been costly, it was be- 
cause members of this board sat out on 
tiie front steps of tiie building when they 
should have been in this building attending 
to their duties.” 

Tiie alderman continued, saying he re- 
garded the estimates about as thin as those 
of tiie city engineer, to whom all tiie mis- 
takes of tiie board for some time had been 
attributed. 

Alderman Niles said tiie estimates had 
been made on the comparison of tiie Pierce 
school, a very similur building. 

Alderman Whittlesey— “The real figures 
may exceed these estimates. Often tiie 
cost of such buildings is underestimated to 
induce those who waver to vote for the 
project. 1 believe we should get at it 
quickly however, and that we should know 
the cost of everything. If I could be as- 
sured $20,000 would cover it . would vote 
for this amount. 

Alderman Lyman told of an instance 
where contractors had heard of the amount 
appropriated and so arranged their bids as 
to cover the full amount of tiie appropria- 
tion. when they could have done the work 
at a much less figure. 

Further discussion followed, at the close 
of which tiie communication was received. 

The next phase of tiie case was a resolu- 
tion ottered by Alder mini Weed request- 
ing tiie mayor to advertise for bids for the 
plumbing, heating, ventilating and grading, 
and to proceed with the construction of the 
building. 

On this there was more debate, but just 
before adjournment the resolution was 
dually adopted.

ELECTRIC JUMPED TRACK. 
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SERIOUS ACCIDENT AT NEWTON UPPER 
FALLS LAST SUNDAY— ONE WOMAN 
MADLY HURT AND ANOTHER SLIGHTLY 
INJURED— OTHER PASSENGERS RE- 

CEIVED SEVERE SHAKING UI». 

A serious electric car accident occurred 
■ about noon last Sunday at Newton Upper 
j Fulls in which Elleu Rinsmore of Boston 
! and Mazle Metzger of Waltham were in- 
jured and a car loud of passengers severely 
1 shaken up. 

As an electric on the main line of the 
| Newton & Boston street railway, in ehurge 
j of Motormun Fred Cloof and Conductor S. 
c. Gulllow, was passing along Chestnut 
street, Needham bound, it suddenly left 
; the rails ut a point north of Eliot street. 

'Ihe motormun upplied tiie brake.-, and 
| reversed tiie power, but the brake-rod was 
i broken, and he wus powerless to stop the 
| car. Crossing the corner of u vacant lot 
at tho junction of Chestnut and Eliot 
streets, tiie cur ploughed ucross Eliot street 
and crashed into a tree. 

| The motormun and conductor stood by 
their posts, but it is said several of tiie 
passenger* jumped before the ear stopped. 

I he force of the shook threw Mazie .Metz- 
j ger of 147 Robbins street, Waltham, and 
Ellen Rinsmore, a servant in tire Hotel 
Vendome, Boston, to the ground. 

For a time great excitement prevailed in 
' the village, and many residents, learning 
| of tiie accident, hastened to the scene, 
j T he iuji ,r ed women were removed to a 
I drug stole und medical attendance sum- 
moned. A physician, upon examination, 
found Miss Metzger’s injuries to be of a 
nature that would permit of her removal 
I home. The Rinsmore woman he decided 
hud been seriously injured about Hie head, 
and he ordered her removal to the Newton 
hospital, where she was taken in the po- 
lice ambulance. 

Several other passeugers received medi- 
cal treatment at the drug store. 

At tiie point where the car left the rails 
there is considerable of u grade in Hie 
street. It was stated that the car wus go- 


ing at an ordinary rate of speed, and that a 
broken Irake rod was responsible for tiie 
uccident. Both tiie niotorman and con- 
ductor are credited with exerting every 
effort to avert tiie acoident. 

It is reported that the brake rod of the 
ear gave way at tiie junction of High and 
Summer streets, and as tiie car turned from 
Summer into Chestnut 8treet,and descended 
the hill, it attained remarkable velocity. 

For several days the Rinsmore woman 
lay in a cot at tiie Newton hospital, suffer- 
ing from the injury to her skull, which had 
been severely crushed. It was not until 
Monday night she recovered consciousness 
sufficiently to give her address and say she 
intended to visit a family in Needham, by 
whom she had been formerly employed. 
Her condition now is reported as much im- 
proved.

PROTECTION VS ANNEXATION. 


Ex-Collector Winslow Warren Is having 
a controversy with Col. Albert Clarke of 
the Home Market Club, over the status of 
our new possessions, and the former being 
a trained lawyer, and having no special 
cause to uphold, right or wrong, he natural- 
ly gets the best of it. Mr. Warren has 
studied the supreme court decision, in re. 
gard to California, and finds that under 
that decision our tariff laws apply to ceded 
territory, immediately after the act of 
cession, as certainly as to any of the states 
of the Union. He says: 

The case is now before me, and. after a j 
careful study of it, I reassert that unless ‘ 
and until the supreme court reverses that 
decision the presidential tariffs established 
in Porto Rico and the Philippines since the 
treaty of peace was ratified are wholly 
illegal ami in violation of the constitution 
of the United States, and that no duties 
other than the Dingley duties can lawfully 
be collected on foreign goods imported into 
those islands, and no duties whatever upon 
goods exported from America there or im- 
ported thence to America. * 

The text of the decision leaves no doubt 
as to the intention of the court, and it says 
among other things: 

Until that time (the ratification of the 
treaty) California had not been ceded in 
faet to the United States, but it was a con- 
quered territory, within which the United 
States were exercising belligerent rights, 
and whatever sums were received for 
duties upon foreign merchandise they 
Avere paid under them. But after the rati- 
fication of the treaty, California became a ' 
part of the Uuiled States, or a ceded con- 
quered territory. 

The ratification of the treaty made Cali- 
fornia a part of the United States, and, as 
soon as it became so, the territory became 
subject to the ucts which were in force to 
regulate commerce with the United States, 
after those had ceased w hich had been in- 
stituted for its regulation as a belligerent 
right. 

This view of the case is not relished by 
the imperialists, who fear that it will cause 
a tremendous opposition to the imperial 
policy, on the part of interests that are 
affected, but if Hawaiian sugar conies in 
free, why should not Manila and Porto | 
Itico products? Col, Clarke says that if ! 
this “narrow construction" of the eonsti- ; 
tution is to bind us, “we must either aban- 
don our protection policy, or else abandon 
our new possessions in the Atlantic and j 
Pacific, which we have sought to benefit.’ 
There really does seem to be no other way 1 
out of the dilemma, but as the imperialists 
■claim that we have outgrown the constitu- 
tion, they may decide that there is no 
longer any necessity for paying heed to its 
provisions.

was assistant secretary of state at the time 
that Dewey was sent to take command of 
the Asiatic station six months before w ar 
was declared, and in an article In McClure’s 
magazine for October, Roosevelt says that 
Dewey sent “to use the language employed 
at the time, because it was deemed neces- 
sary to have there a man who could go to 
Manilla if necessary." Roosevelt’s dis- 
patch to Dewey, two months before the 
war broke out, was for him to see that the 
Spanish Meet did not leave the Asiatic 
coast and then “offensive operations In 
the Philippines." Roosevelt Is a good wit 
ness, and his statements show tlmt six 
months before the war the Philippine cam. 
paign was planned. To believe as some j 
good people do that the campaign in the 
Philippines was entirely unlooked for nnd 
tlmt only Providence drove us into nil these 
complications, would be to assume that 
those guiding the administration were ! 
without ordinary Intelligence, not to see 
to what their actions plainly led. Evident- ; 
ly it was plainly foreseen by the state de- ! 
partment, according to Roosevelt’s testi- j 
mony, and to claim that it was all unex- 
pected Is pure hypocrisy. It Is very diffi- 
cult to get at the truth of unything con- 
nected with the affair, owing to the strict 
censorship both at Washington and Man- 
illa, but if Roosevelt is left unhampered, 
the facts will all come out in time, if his 
addresses and numerous mngazlne articles 
nre carefully watched. A man who talks 
nnd writes so much can not be trusted to 
keep anything secret. 


The Ward Four preliminary caucus re- 
veals the fact that there Is to be a warm 
fight In Newton over the nominee for the 
lieutenant governorship. It was thought 
that most .o I the sentiment was for Bates, 
ami although a majority at this caucus 
were for Bates there was n large minority 
for Guild, ami consequently a Guild ticket 
was also put up. Ward Four has certainly 
set a good example to the rest of the city, 
and voters can go to its caucus knowing 
that they will have a chance to express 
their sentiments, and as the respective 
tickets have been named, the contest will 
be a perfectly fair one, and the man whose 
friends get out the greatest orowil will 
have his delegates chosen. The same 
practice ought to be followed in the other 
w ards, and when the delegates are put up 
it should be announced just whom they 
stand for. This would make every vote of 
importance, and from rumors one hears 
and the quiet work tlmt is now’ being done, 
it seems probable that the caucuses this 
year will be much more largeli attended 
than usual. The contest will have this 
beneficial result, if it rouses people up to 
attend the caucuses, and the cause of good 
government will be indebted to Messrs. 
Bates aud Guild for waking up the voters. 


The Literary World has taken up the 
question of the fitness of the works of Mr. 
Kipling for Sunday school libraries, about 
which there has been some discussion, ami 
publishes letters from Rev. F. O. Hall of 
Cambridge, Rev. Lyman Abbott, I). L. 
Moody, Sarah K. Bolton, .John Watmmaker, 
Sarah C. Woolsey, Amelia A. Barr, Aman- 
da B. Harris and Elizibeth Porter Gould. 
The writers mostly take a very sane view 
of the matter, aud concede that while some 
of his books, like Captains Courageous, 
may safely be given to children, others 
were not written for children, and would 
be apt to do them more harm than good. 
Most of the writers cite some particular 
book that is hardly fit reading for Sunday 
school libraries, us it conveys no morul 
lesson whatever, and its disreputable char- 
acters would certainly not be considered 
fit associates for children, although their 
elders might derive both pleasure and prof- 
it from such intimacy. Adults can assimi- 
late highly spiced food without doing them- 
selves an injury, but no reasonable person 
would think of giving such food to young 
children, and the same is true of books. 

The proposed Boston and Worcester 
street railway is to he 33 miles in length 
and cars will run the entire distance. The 
route is from the corner of Cypress ami 
Boylston streets in Brookline, across New- 
ton, Wellesley, Natick, Framingham, 
Southboro, North boro, Westboro and 
Shrewsbury. The capital stock is $730,000, 
and it is expected to have the road in oper- 
ation within a year or thereabouts.

1 1 appears that tlmt great Chic igo jubiln 
tion over the laying of the corner stone of 
the new post office by President McKinley 
is not to take place. The stone is being 
cut by non-union labor, and the risks of 
losing u second term, if the President 
should offend the union men, has led to a 
cabinet consultation, and the whole show 
will probably be given up. Politicians 
have to be very cautious about entangling 
themselves up with the labor vote. 

Mr. Hanna says that England “Is a 
country with a good political system.

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At a meeting of Newton Lodge Xo. 21, 
Ancient Order United Workmen, Sept. 12th, j 
n committee of three, consisting of 
Brothers B. It.

Joseph K. Whitman. The resolutions are 
as follows: 

Whereas, On the twelfth day of Septem- 
ber, it pleased our heavenly Father to re- 
move from our midst our beloved brother, 
Joseph K. Whitman, we. his associates and j 
members of Newton Lodge, No. 21, Ancient ! 
Order United Workmen, in which he was i 
united to us by the tender ties of brother* 
hood and friendship, regret that we shall 
no longer feel the warm clasp of bis hand, 
and the encouragement of his presence. 

For many years he has been prominent 
as a merchant, whose dealings with his 
fellow men have been marked with an in- 
tegrity and honesty surpassed by none.

The Maynard Chapter of the Newton 
Natural History Society. 

The eighth regular meeting of the society 
was held at the Maynard laboratory, Sep- 
tember 15. 

A valuable and interesting communica- 
tion upon some evidences of glacial action 
in Newton and vicinity was read by Miss 
M. Eva Warren. The first evidence men- 
tioned was a ledge of serpentine on Lowell 
avenue near the boulevard, where the city 
has uncovered the surface of the rook for 
a space about twenty feet high by one hun- 
dred long. Here the glacier came upon tho 
ledge obliquely, -this being shown by the 
deep scratches made by the fragments of 
rocks helii in the ice. This rock studded 
surface Miss Warren aptly compared to 
sandpaper. 

The next evidence of the work performed 
by this gigantic sheet of sandpaper, which 
the speaker said was about a mile in thiok- 
ness, was at Newton Centre, on Florence 
street. Here the glacier was found to have 
come upon a newly uncovered bed, or cliff 
of slate directly upon its face, for tht3 had 
a northern exposure. The scratches and 
seams were here very deep. The grind- 
ing down and polishing of a bed of con- 
glomerate, also in Newton Centre, and of a 
bed of diabase near Robert’s station on the 
Fitchburg railroad were also mentioned as 
showing the great power of ice-action lu 
the long passed ages. 

Mr. Maynard illustrated by specimens 
that the young of the common cowbird in 
moulting its first, or nestling plumage into 
uti adult dress without any of the prelimin- 
ary stages, exhibited by many closely allied 
species. Examples of the red-winged 
black bird were shown to illustrate this 
gradual assumption of the adult plumage 
which is not perfect, as regards color, un- 
til the fourth year. The operator showed 
that us the cowbirds were polygamous, 
with the males greatly in excess in num- 
bers, there was necessarily considerable 
contention among the males for the 
females, Hence only the strongest ami 
most swiftly ilyiug males mated. This in- 
duced a hardy, robust race of birds, which 
fact was partly evidenced by the early as

Crich- 
ton advanced from one circle to another, 
until, when he was barely past 11, the uni- 
versity turned him out with the degree 
of master of arts, accomplished in the sci- 
ence. philosophy and learning of the peri- 
od, and, as said, tlie master of a dozen liv- 
ing and dead languages. It was the custom 
of voting men of the time to finish their 
educations by making the grand tour of 
Europe. Crichton, supplied with letters 
from liis family nnd relatives to the no- 
bles of the French court, went to Baris 
first. 

His first action on arrival was to post a 
challenge in all parts of the city offering 
to meet all comers nt the College of Na- 
varre in debate in any one of 12 lan- 
guages. “in any science, liberal art, dis- 
cipline or faculty, whether practical or 
theoretic.” Such contests were common 
to the age, but the challenge, coming 
from a boy of 13, aroused deep interest. 

An immense crowd was present on the 
day appointed. A dozen eminent phi- 
losophers and divines presented them- 
selves. Crichton, without the semblance 
of effort, defeated all who attempted to 
cope with him. He was congratulated 
by the faculty of the college nnd Henry 
III. then the gayest monarch in Europe, 
carried him off to his court. The next 
day Crichton appeared in the tourney and 
with consummate case remained victor in 
that martial struggle. The king gave him 
an important command in tlie army. He 
remained in France two years, dazzling 
the people with his accomplishments in 
every direction. 

Crichton went next to Rome nnd 
Venice. In the latter city ids friends were 
Sperone Speroni, oue of the most learned 
names in Italian literature. John Donnti, 
and Lorenzo Massa, secretary to the re- 
public of Venice. Several of tin.* Latin 
poems Crichton composed in this circle 
have descended. He was introduced to 
tlie doge and the senate and in their pres- 
ence delivered nn oration so graceful and 
eloquent that, according to liupcralis, "he 
was esteemed a prodigy of nature.” The 
Venetians were eurilpt tired over his ele- 
gant manlier*, his learning and accom- 
plishments. Crichton went to Budtm and 
posted an invitation to meet him in de- 
bate on the philosophy of Aristotle— then 
a subject absorbing the educated minds 
of all Europe. T. ;• argument lasted three 
days, uml the handsome young Scotch- 
man was ns usual an easy victor over the 
learned men who took tin* opposite to 
him. 

At Mantua a famous Italian duelist 
lived who had vanquished many antago- 
nists. Crichton scut him a challenge and 
next day ran tin* Italian through the 
body. The Duke of Mantua engaged 
him as tutor for his son Vincenzo di Gon- 
zaza. The court of Mantua was celebrat- 
ed for its patronage of the Italian drama. 

The finest troupe of actors in Europe, de- 
nominated I < ielosi, was nttuched to it. 

Crichton composed a species of comedy 
for tlie company, satirizing tho weakness- 
es of the various occupations in life, then 
undertook to sustain himself the most 
prominent and diliicult characters in tlie 
piece. Even the actors were carried away 
with enthusiasm, so marvelous was 
Crichton’s acting. 

Thu young Duke Vincenzo, his pupil, 
was jealous of Crichton, who found favor 
in tlie eyes of a beautiful young noble 
woman whom Vincenzo had wooed in 
vain. One night Crichton, walking homo 
through tlie streets, playing ns he went 
along ou his guitar, was suddenly attack- 
ed by six masked men. lie Hung away 
the guitar, drew his sword and quickly 
killed two <>f hit: antagonists, put two 
more to flight ami disarmed the leader. 

The latter’s mask fell off. It was the 
young Duke Vincenzo. Crichton dropped

Despairing at length of winning her 
for bis wife, he resolved to be philosophic 
and adore her from afar. But at times 
the old love nnd old ardor of his passion 
would leap up like rebellion in his heart 
nnd break dowu liis strength. One day, 
when liis agony of soul seemed to have 
reached a climax no longer supportable, 
he fell on his knees and, like the Psalm- 
ist, cried out: “I cry to Thee, O my God! 
It is thee alone whom I invoke against 
my blind nnd vain passion.” It was then 
he wrote, “Was there ever such a fate - 
to give love, worship, devotion and fidel- 
ity for tlu* disdains of grief and a con- 
tinual death?” 

"St. Deter,” "Moses” mid "The Last 
Judgment” show Michael Angelo’s gen- 
ius, but the sonnets lie wrote' to Vittorin 
Colonial alone reveal liis heart.

HE WHO SHAVES HIMSELF. 

Wtuu Ills If n Vi 1 4 Moved the Hotel 
I’rojirletoe to Do. 

The number of men who have forsaken 
tin* barber shop nnd who, in the seclu- 
sion of their own domicile*, essay to re- 
move the superfluous hhsiite growth 
from their faces w'tli more or less satis- 
factory results is rapidly increasing. 
That t liis should have any effect off ho- 
tels hardly seems probable, bqt tlie pro- 
prietor of ii New York hotel, who was in. 
the city a few days ago, insists that liis 
burden of trouble has been added to 
considerably by tho shave yourself habit. 

His experience is that of all tin* hotel 
managers in tlie metropolis, nnd lie told 
it to a party of friends during Ids stay 
here. Six out of every ten men who reg- 
ister nt liis hotel carry their own shaving 
outfits with them. The strop bus a 
screw attached to the end of it, ami this 
is used in making the strop fast to tho 
wall so that tlu* razor can bo sharpened 
just before being used. 

The favorite place to fasten tho strop, 
ho says, is on tho window faring, be- 
cause it offers tho best surface in which 
to twist tlu* screw. Recently lie noticed 
that tlu* window facings iu all tlu* rooms 
of tin* hotel wore thickly punctured with 
screw holes, tho work of guests who 
shave themselves. At first lie was not 
Inclined to regard the matter seriously, 
but the thought that tlu* continued 
screwing of strops to tlie woodwork 
would soon reduce tlu* window frames 
of liis hotel to splinters forced itself 
upon him. 

He talked with other New York hotel 
men nnd found that they were troubled 
with the saiiu* habit on tlu* part of their 
guests. Finally he arrived at a solution 
of the matter by which he hoped to pre- 
vent the destruction of ids window 
frames. Iu every one of tlie rooms of 
liis hotel he lias placed a stout hook, 
firmly fixed in the wall alongside of the 
dresser. Over tliis is a neatly printed, 
politely worded notice to the effect that 
guests will confer a favor on tlu* man- 
agement of the house if they will hang 
their razor strops on the hook beneath. 

Since his visit several of the hotel men 
here have found out that tlie woodwork 
in their houses shows the mark of the 
shave yourself guest, and in at least two 
of the big hotels tlie New York man’s 
idea has been adopted.— Washington 
Star.

making a search for him. Early Saturday 
morning the Hoston police were notified 
that the young man was missing. 

He disappeared Friday forenoon. Some 
time before 10 o'clock he purchased a re- 
volver and a box of cartridges. A few 
minutes after 10 o'clock he appeared at the 
hotel and asked to be assigned a room. He 
carried no luggage and paid for his room in 
advance. He registered ’‘.lames 1). John- 
son, New York.” 

At in o'clock Saturday morning a cham- 
bermaid knocked at the door. There was 
no resoonse. Following instructions, she 
waited a half hour and then knocked on 
the door again. Receiving no response the 
'second time, she notified manager La 
Pointe. The carpenter w as instructed to 
force the transom and ascertain w hat had 
happened to "Mr. Johnson.” It was in 
this way that the suicide was discovered. 

Mr. Morehouse shot himself in the right 
temple. Medical Examiner Harris, who 
view ed the body at 12 o’clock, gave it us 
his opinion that the shooting occurred 
about!) o’clock. No one iu the hotel heard 
the report of the revolver. 

The unfortunate left letters addressed to 
members of the firm by whom he was em- 
ployed. They were delivered unopened by 
the medical examiner. They were of an 
entirely personal nature, referring to his 
illness and business matters. 

In the room there was found written on 
a sheet of hotel paper a note addressed to 
no one in particular. In the note, lie 
asked that Dr. Janies Utley, the Morehouse 
family physician, be notified immediately 
and be requested to break the news of his 
death to his father and mother. The same 
note asked that his employers also be noti- 
fied. 

There was some delay in delivering these 
messages. The first information the mem- 
bers of the wool firm obtained was through 
reporters. Both members of the firm 
hastened to the hotel to identify the body. 

After viewing the body, one of the Patter- 
sou brothers called upon the young man's 
father, who was in Boston, and informed 
him of his son’s death. 

Ilis employers spoke highly of Mr. 

Morehouse. He hud been with the firm a 
number of years and shouldered many of 
the business cares ot the firm. He iiad 
worked so hard that a short time ago his 
employers urged him to take a rest and re- 
cover from the nervous strain which lie 
had been under. He had thought of doing 
so, but was Attacked by malaria and con- 
fined to the house. 

Insteud of getting the rest which he 
needed, he became a sick man, and it was 
this illness and worriment over business 
matters that brought about the disordered 
condition of ills brain, which he suffered at 
the time of the suicide. 

In the letter which Mr. Morehouse ad- 
dressed to the firm of Patterson Hros. there 
could be found no intimation as to the 
cause of the deed. In the communication 
he expressed his deep regret at being com- 
pelled to leave his employers, but did not 
give the slightest reason for his act. 

Several business matters were referred to 
mthe letter by Mr. Morehouse, and sug- 
gestions regarding the management of the 
business were given. He also spoke of his 
relations witli the firm, which had been of 
the pleasantest character. * 

Immediately upon receiving notice of 
Mr. Morehouse’s death, Dr. James Utley 
went to Newtonville to notify the young 
man’s parents. Dr. Utley has been the 
family physician for many years, 


pointed to a wagon occupied by four young 
men which, at the time, was hurrying 
across the bridge towards Wellesley. 

Seeing it was impossible to stop the 
horse and the occupants of the wagon, 
Patrolman Tainter notified police head- 
quarters and immediately secured a vehicle 
to pursue the quartet In the wagon. 

Lieut. Mitchell of police headquarters 
notified the Wellesley police to be on the 
lookout for the wagon. 

Patrolman Tainter and his companion, 
who proved to be Edward Fitzpatrick, 
jumped into a vehicle and started in pur- 
suit of the quartet. 

The young men in the wagon had not 
been idle In the meantime. Is was not 
long before they arrived in Wellesley. 
Just north of town lull! they were stopped 
by Patrolman McMahon. 

The officer is one of the largest men in 
the department. Ilis experience with 
Ralph C. Frye had made him well known. 

Patrolman McMahon had been apprised 
of the affair *by Newton police and detained 
the four young men. Later Chief of Police 
Fred A. Turbox arrived with the patrol 
wagon and took the warty to police head- 
quarters, Newton. They were booked as 
George A. Ford, Joseph A. Purcell, An- 
drew F. Purcell and Charles Gaudar. 

In court last Saturday morning they 
were charged with assault upon Edward 
Fitzpatrick and also with being drunk. 
Fitzpatrick told the court that lie was re- 
turning home from Norutnbega pnrk and 
while on a Lower Falls bound car saw the 
four young men in a wagon. 

Fitzpatrick alighted from the car near 
the footbridge at Newton Lower Falls, he 
said, and was accosted by Charles Gaudar. 
The latter called him Pat Moran, he de- 
clared, and asked him for "the money you 
owe me.” Later, he alleged, Gaudar struck 
him. 

There were two other witnesses who 
were near at the time of the trouble, but 
did not see any blows struck. 

The four young men told their stories to 
Judge Blaney and said they were fruit and 
vegetable pedlers on their way to Wor- 
cester. 

Judge Blaney acquitted George A. Ford 
on both counts. Joseph E. and Andrew 
F. Purcell were fined S3 each for drunken- 
ness and found not guilty of assault. 

Charles Gaudar was lined So for assault- 
ing Fitzpatrick and S3 for being drunk.

BUNYAN’S FIFTH SUCCESSOR. 

BEHMON OF KEV. DK. JOHN HKOWN OK 
BEDFORD, ENGLAND, AT ELIOT CHURCH 
LAST SUNDAY EVENING. 

Rev. Dr. John Brown of Bedford, Eng- 
land, a delegate to the International Coun- 
cil of Congregational churches uow being 
held in Boston, occupied the pulpit of the 
Eliot ohuroh last Sunday evening. The 
edifice was completely filled, the congrega- 
tion including delegates to the council and 
prominent Newton men and women. 

Rev. Dr. Brown has now churge of the 
pulpit, formerly occupied by John Runyan, 
being the fifth pastor iu charge of the 
parish since Bunyau’s death 250 years ago. 
II is subject was “John Bunyaii," and he 
said iu part: 

“Among God’s greatest gifts to u nation 
are the great men whom he sends to it. 
God enriches the nation with the metal of 
the mine, the harvest of the field, but lie 
doubly enriches with those men of genius. 

“He sent to the curtli Dante with his 
poems, Milton with his songs, ami Runyan 
with his wonderful dream. 

"Runyan was born iu 1928 and died in 
1(588. During the sixty years of his life ho 
wrote sixty books. All his works were 
valued, but those which even now stand 
pre-eminent are "Grace Abounding," “The 
Holy War,” and "Pilgrim’s Progress.” 

“ ‘Grace Abounding,’ was written as 
with a pen of fire. It set forth most plain- 
ly God's dealings w ith his soul. ’Pilgrim’s 
Progress,’ was in a real sense autob o- 
graphical. lie was himself the pilgrim, 
and knew what it was to despair, what it 
wus to lose hope, and what it was to give 
himself lip to God. 

“It reaches every heart because it toils 
so truly what was in his own heart. Bun- 
yan's gift was that gift of genius, tl.e 
solemn gift of God. 

“if 1 could take you to the village that 
wus Buuvuu’s home during the greater 
purl of his life, 1 should take you to a 17th 
century village. There are those signs and 
tokens about tin* grave of Bunyaii that 
seem to draw y ou back to the days of the 
great man's time 

“At sixteen, Bunyaii was drafted into the 
army. His country at that time was iu the 
throes of a great civil war. The muster 
rolls of the regiment were hut recently 
found, and by It was shown that Runyan 
served tin eo years. It wus doubtless that 
during these years he came in contact with 
those military preachers, whom lie immor- 
talized iu his ‘Holy War.’ 

Before their marriage Runyan uml his 
wife would walk together uml talk of the 
virtues of her futlier. It wus this woman's 
father that moulded the good womuii, his 
child proved to lie, and it was this good 
woman who moulded John Butiyaii. 

"The bringing-up of child by man is like 
an arrow iu the hands of the Almighty. 
You may send thut urrow where you can- 
not go yourself, thut it may accomplish the 
good you cannot do yourself. 

"Buuyau's sins sometimes reproached 
hitu, because lie realized they prevented 
him from accomplishing his purpose. 
Whatsoever stand between us and tiie 
realization of u noble life purpose is u 
dreadful thing. 

“Wheu Runyan was cast into juil for 
preaching in defiance of the magistrate's

A BIRDLESS COUNTRY. 


The scarcity of birds has been a common 
subject of remark this summer, and it is to 
this, according to Mr. C. J. Maynard, the 
naturalist of Newton, that the great de- 
struction of grass on the lawns about the 
•city is due. He gave at a recent meeting 
of the Maynard chapter of the Newton 
Natural History Society, many instances of 
seeiug robins and bronze grackles feeding 
upon the grubs, which are those of the 
June beetle. But the grubs have been so 
iinmerous and the number of birds so few 
that but little could be done to stop the de- 
struction, and the result is that many 
handsome lawns have had to be dug up and 
reseeded. 

The same story conies from other places, 
and in the country where formerly bird 
songs filled the air, there is now a painful 
silence, with only an occasional note. One 
reason for the scarcity of birds is said to he 
the general use of Paris green and other 
insecticides, which kill off the birds as well 
as the insects. There has also been a gen- 
eral destruction of birds because they pick 
up a few seeds or sample fruit, in the midst 
of their war upon insects, and now that the 
birds have been driven away, the farmers 
jfind themselves overwhelmed with all sorts 
of insect pests. 

Here in Newton, birds used to be pleuti- 

*ful, hut the same story holds true, and the 
Xew birds that remain are warred upon by 
boys, who want to kill something, and in 
order to follow out that brutal instinct, are 
helping to drive the birds from the city. 
Parents who have bought their hoys guns, 
.are now paying for it in seeing their lawns 
destroyed by grubs, aud the loss to the city 
is not easy to estimate. 

Mr. Maynard gave an instance of wanton 
hilling of birds that came under his notioe 
a few evenings since. There is a bird roost 
In the vicinity of his laboratory, and on 
ibe way to visit it with some pupils, he 
heard a shot aud saw a large dock of birds 
rise into the air. Another Bhot followed, 
.and hastening to the spot, he found two 
boys with guns, who had killed six of the 
birds, and he talked to them seriously of 
the lia"in they were doing in killing birds . 
■Fiat were of no use to them. The result of ! 
this shooting by these and other boys was J 
that the birds were driven away, and they j 
’were the bronze grackles, whose principal J 
f *od is the grubs that have been destroying ! 
our lawns, aud oilier noxious worms aud j 
insects. 

The Newton Natural History Society is | 
making an earnest effort to have the city j 
; authorities take the mutter up and adopt 1 
measures to protect the birds, aud incident- 
ally their own lawns and gardens. There 
is no v u' law against discharging fire arms 
•within the city limits, and this could be 
:BtrietJy enforced by the police, and some 
law should also be passed to restrict the 
use of air guns by the boys. It should be 
made a misdemeanor, punishable with a ! 
heavy line, for any one to be caught with u i 
dead bird in his possession, or to he found 
trying to shoot one, and a close season ' 
should be established that would last all 
the year. Besides, the children should be 
t night the value of birds, and inspired witli 
humane instincts, und they would then 
j ‘in in the efforts to protect the birds. 
Pr ib ably methods of fighting the worms ' 
tliy infest our trees could be adopted thut 
.\w«nid not ulso be fatal to tite birds, and , 
lire i when the birds were once more pleuti- I 
ful, the insects would be easily kept down i 
tl*y t he birds themselves. A former gener- j 

i i had no such trouble with insects as 1 
\we ire having today, but they had not suc- 
l- t- led in killing oil all tiie birds. 


THE CAUCUSES. 

'■ewton had a great surprise Wednesday 1 
: i ; g ht, Instead Of the usual dozen or so 1 

i.lie Sfepublican caucuses, nearly the 
. hole strength of the party was repre- 
M-ntred. The unusual Interest was due to 
it lie eon test over the Lieutenuut governor- 
ihip, aad It seemed to be in the main a 
good uaiured atluir, with no hard feelings 
over the result. Col. Guild was handi- 
capped at the start by the support of the 
.-.tale machine and also by the folly of his 
.active supporters, but be has never had 
the muss of tlx- people back of him, und 
they supported Speaker Bates, because 
they thought he was a more solid kind of 
a mail. Col. Guild lias doiie u good deal of 
political speechmuklug, und ornumentul 
soldiering, but his achievements so fur 
have not been of a iiulure to win him the 
confidence of the think iug portion of tiie 
people. 

Mr. Bates has on the contrary made a 
very good record as Speaker of the house, 
;,md given evidence of possessing a substan- 
tial character und well founded couvlo 
lions. The chief argument used for Mr. 
ijuild wus that he had never bolted a party 
Domination no mutter how bud it was und 


' though this Is a favorite argument with 
politicians, It is surprising that they do not 
learn that it has "very little force with the 
people. They think that if a man never 
h>Us he must have no convictions on any 
question and no sense of right nr wrong 
when party measures are concerned. The 
great majority rather respect a man who 
i has the strength of character to refuse to 
: support a man or a policy of which his 
conscience does not approve, and politi- 
( clans make a mistake in not recognizing 
this. 

| 'I'lie caucuses in two of the wards were 
tied up over some of the complications of 
the ballot law, and have sent the riddle to i 
j the ballot commissioners to have them 
' guess upon it. Ward Three, which went 
J for Guild by a large majority, laid a very . 
: lively caucus and it is reported that lo- 
cal politics had more to do with the mat- 
I ter than any preference for Bates or Guild, j 
A former chairman of the ward and city 1 
| committee seems to have lost Ills grip as 
every thing he supported was voted down, i 
and the caucus was notable for the large : 
proportion of the younger party men who 
• were present. The same was true also of 
most of the other wards and it is an en- 
couraging feature aud one that it Is hoped 
has come to stay. 

The Bates men seem to he in a great 
majority.all over the state and tiie contest 
is regarded to be as good as settled. It is 
fortunate that we lmd something of tiie 
kind tills year to given little life to tiie 
campaign. 


Tm: attention of the wnole country lias 
been centered on New York, tills week, 
where Admiral Dewey has been given such 
a vociferous welcome. He can be in no 
doubt as to the place he holds in the hearts 
! of his countrymen, and in spite of all the 
I adulation the man seems as modest and 
j manly as before the battle at Manilla It 
j is evident enough that the people are ready 
I to give him any honors in their gift.be- 
! cause the more they find out about him the 
1 more things they see to honor and esteem. 

| In nil interview, when the reporter said 
something about the presidency, Admiral 
Dewey laughed and seemed to think all 
sucli talk was ridiculous, as he was not a 
politician. But have we not had enough of 
mere politicians in high office with their 
vacillating and uncertainty, and their 
efforts to ride on every wave of popular 
sentiment without any real convictions of 
their own. With such a man as Dewey at 
the head of affairs, how all tills doubtful 
atmosphere would be cleared at once and 
the people would have the utmost confi- 
dence in the government. Even if he did 
make mistakes the people would know that 
they were the result of an honest effort to 
do his duty, und Washington would be 
cleansed from one end to the other. It 
would be impossible for the politicians to 
defeat the nomination of Dewey if he 
would only give even a silent encourage- 
ment to the movement, and there would be 
no party lines in the campaign either, and 
no need of an enormous campaign fund. 
What a relief it would be to all good citi- 
zens to see such a man nominated, without 
any buying up of delegates, or promises or 
pledges, or anything of the kind, with 
which we have grown so familiar, and 
which make such a national scandal of a 
presidential campaign. 


Just wliat was responsible for the defeat 
of Curtis Guild is being discussed, but the 
circular gotten out in his favor must be 
credited with a good deal of tiie responsi- 
bility. A more unwise collection of argu- 
ments was never gotten together, and who- 
ever coucocted them must have peculiar 
views of the way to get up an appeal to in- 
fluence the rank and file of the voters. 
Think of asking the average voter to 
support a candidate because be lias never 
been ashamed of his father, and tjie Tact 
that tiie old gentleman began life without a 
dollar! Or the other appeal for tiie votes 
of the people because the candidate has 
friends in every walk in life, and “makes 
n i discrimination between them !” What 
must be the condition of mind of the man 
or men who think such arguments will get 
votes? If his friends were of this charac- 
ter it is no wonder that Mr. Guild got so 
badly left. 

A Letter printed in the Giiaimhc last 
week seemed to strike a popular chord, as 
it has been copied into a dozen or more 
other papers, with only one line changed, 
tiie line making it appear to have been 
written for each paper in which it ap- 
peared. It was tiie brightest article some 
of them have printed for some time, so we 
do not wonder at their forging the line in 
question. 


Tin: Milford Journal is a very 
bright and sharp paper, hut its editors 
should not put so many political editorials 
in their weekly edition. By the time it 
gets round to the readers most of the state- 
ments so positively made have proved to 
he untrue, and this easts a doubt upon the 
whole collection.

He recommended that a carpenter be 
regularly employed to attend to needed re 
pairs on buildings throughout the city. 

There wore, the superintendent said, 
children of arrested mental development In 
some of the schools, which are now hin- 
drances, and will have to he put in a sepa 
rate room under the cure of a special teach- 
er. The superintendent's repi rt and his 
Recommendations were accepted. 

CO M M I TT K K It K PORTS. 

The finance committee reported ex- 
penses for September to have ,l>eeu 
$1.*»,1S7. The same committee recommend- 
ed that the sun nf $17‘.)S lie added to the 
budget, which will later be offered to the 
city government that the teaching force for 
li*oo in the Adams, Clallin and Williams 
schools might be increased. Subsequently 
an order increasing these figures to $1890 
was introduced by a Ward Five member 
that the efficiency of the Wade school 
force might be also increase I. 

The Ward Two committee reported it in- 
expedient to change tiie temporary arrange- 
ment of accommodation of Bigelow school 
pupils as requested by those Nowtonville 
residents who felt the Adams school schol- 
ars were being crowded into a corner. The 
committee added, evidently wishing to 
pnoify its constituents, that in its opinion 
the change should be made as soon as it 
appeared convenient. 

CLAFLIX AND HYDK SCHOOL SEWERS. 

It was recommended by the Ward Two 
committee that the city government take 
immediate steps to connect these schools 
with the city sewer. 

Mr. Avery told how the board of alder- 
men had favored it and how Mayor Wilson 
had turned it down. Also how he felt that 
there was a crying necessity for these 
sewers. The present sanitation was 
thought to generate disease and cause ill- 
ness among the pupils. 

Mrs. Anders emphatically endorsed her 
colleagues' views, us did several of the 
members. Incidentally Mayor Wilson and 
the board of health were “roasted” in a 
manner which would have brought tears to 
the eyes of their friends, had they heeded 
it. After further discussion it was decided 
that the committees of Wards Two aud 
Five should interview Mayor Wilson and 
request him to connect tiie Clafiin and 
Hyde buildings at the earliest opportunity. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

Among the new business was the school 
budget for 1900, in which the modest sum 
of $1 8(5,7:10 Is requested of the city govern- 
ment to meet the school department ex- 
penses during the coming year. 

It was also voted to request the mayor to 
provide in the 1000 budget for an additional 
appropriation of S 10 , non for the addition of 
rooms at the Williams school, Auburndale. 

It was voted also to request the public 
buildings commissioner to employ a school 
carpenter, as recommended in .'Superinten- 
dent Ki field ’js report, and also it was voted 
to secure a box in the Newtonville post 
office for the use of the school department. 

Adjourned ut 9.40.

Parts of a recent interview with 1). E. 
Sanford, principal of tho Brookline High 
school, who is home from 15 months spent 
abroad, are worth quoting. "What is 
thought abroad of tho results of the Span- 
ish- American war?" asked tho reporter. 

“The open hostility toward America 
manifested at the beginning of the war has 
disappeared, but no sympathy is felt for 
us in our difficulties iu the Philippines, and 
little or no faith in our motives or profes- 
sions. In England, the people are almost 
gleeful over the results of the war. There 
seems to be a very general satisfaction that 
wo have become involved in foreign com- 
plications, a feeling based not upon ill- 
will, but upon a desire for fellowship in 
operations iu the Orient, which are sure to 
provoke the jealously of foreign powers, 
but which are less likely to bo challenged 
if the two great branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon race are engaged in tho same busi- 
ness. Others, less influenced by selfish 
considerations, rejoice in the newly em- 
phasized kinship. ‘Yon know we are all 
sure of one race, ’said such a one effusively, 
so when Germany felt like interposing, of 
course we resented it. We didn’t know or 
care whether you were right or wrong iu 
your fracas with Spain, but wo didn’t pro- 
pose to have any outsider interfere with a 
member of the family.’ 

“There are others still, a smaller class, 
who honestly believe that we are doing 
our duty in faking up ’the white man’s 
burden.’ ‘You will find the work well 
worth doing,’ remarked a member of the 
Indian service to me. ‘It will take blood 
and treasure and no end of time and pa- 
tience, but it’s worth while, as we have 
found in our experience in India.’ 

“When questioned, however, lie frankly 
admitted that there was nothing in Eng- 
land’s methods of dealing with oriental 
people which prepared the way for self- 
government. It left them as helpless as It 
found them. 

“Still another opinion was expressed to 
me by a gentleman with whom I dined at 
the National Liberal club in London. A 
journalist of experience and a literary man 
of recognized ability, a student from his 
youth up of international politics, he was 
altogether the best informed man upon 
American affairs that I met during my so- 
journ abroad. This gentleman, who had 
twice traveled in America and was ac- 
quainted with leaders of both political 
parties, could scarcely find words to express 
iiis astonishment at the growth of imperial- 
ism in the United States. That we should 
be willing to sacrifice our groat national 
advantages, become embroiled in inter- 
national politics, increase our army, and 
tax ourselves for the prosecution of a war 
of conquest 7000 miles away seemed to him 
to be a little short of national suicide. 

“Wliat has become of our traditional 
shrewdness ?’ ‘Why should we not profit 
by Europe's experience?' These were his 
queries Or. said the man of letters, see- 
ing higher ground, how could we square it 
with our political creed? IIow could such 
a one (the journalist named a member of 
tiie cabinet, with whom lie was acquainted, 
and for whom he had the greatest respect) 
countenance such a departure from Ameri- 
ca’s traditional policy V He referred with 
enthusiasm,” said Mr. Sanford, "to Sena- 
tor Hoar’s famous protest, and said that 
no recent American utterance had com- 
manded more respect from thoughtful Eng- 
lish statesmen ’’ 

It was Mr. Sanford’s good fortune to be 
at Oxford Commemoration week, and to be 
present when degrees were conferred upon 
Lord Kitchener and Cecil Rhodes. “This 
brought me to the storm center of English 
opposition to an aggressive foreign policy. 
It will be remembered that 90 prominent 
members of the uuiversity signed a paper 
expressing their regret that Oxford should 
confer a degree upon one who had been 
guilty of questionable means for the exten- 
sion of the empire,” continued Mr. San- 
ford. "The atmosphere that day was 
charged with electricity, and all in author- 
ity felt relieved when the exercises had 
passed off with no other disturbances than 
the usual chatting from tiie under-gradu- 
ates. England as well us America is divid- 
ing into two camps, and upon similar ques- 
tions. Fortunately there is no precedent 
in either country for the suppression of 
moral minorities.”

"The Cuckoo” publishes an 
account of the supposed Penfold’s brav- 
ery, and then, having offered as a prize 
for such deeds, a medal, seeks to bestow’ 
it upon the real Penfold, who, of course, 
does not know what it all means. In the 
resultant confusion Mrs. Penfold sees a 
way out of her escapade by turning the 
tables on her husband, which she accom- 
plishes by showing him the story in "The 
Cuckoo” and accusing him of having been 
at Maidensbourne with another woman. 
This makes more complications, but assists 
eventually in the general straightening out.
